My  Lord  Mayor ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
City  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969,  and,  as  usual,  have  included  in  the 
volume  a  report  on  the  School  Health  Service  for  that  year. 


In  the  introduction  to  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968  1  drew  attention 
to  the  serious  manpower  situation  within  the  Department.  This  situation  has 
continued  during  1969,  particularly  in  regard  to  medical  staff.  The  two  unfilled 
vacancies  for  medical  officers  which  existed  at  the  end  of  1968  increased  to  three 
during  1969.  On  the  nursing  side,  the  post  of  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer 
remained  vacant  the  whole  of  1969  whilst  the  post  of  Deputy  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer  has  remained  vacant  since  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Kellett  in  March, 
1969. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  City  Council  took  two  important  steps  in 
regard  to  staff.  Firstly,  it  agreed  that  all  health  visitors,  district  nurses  and  mid- 
wives  would  be  granted  a  casual  user  car  allowance  if  they  used  their  cars  in  the 
course  of  their  duties.  In  this  way  it  was  hoped  that  their  work  would  become  less 
onerous,  particularly  during  the  winter  months  and  their  “  productivity  ”  would 
be  increased. 


The  second  step  taken  by  the  City  Council  was  to  increase  the  gradings  of  the 
public  health  inspectors.  By  this  means  it  is  hoped  to  reduce  the  number  of  staff 
leaving  the  Authority  and,  in  particular,  to  hold  the  young  inspectors  who  would 
b  e  qualifying  during  1970. 


The  work  being  placed  on  the  public  health  inspectors  continues  to  increase. 
The  Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  was  brought  into  operation  during  1969  by  two  com¬ 
mencement  orders  and  gives  local  authorities  wide  new  powers  for  controlling 
the  height  of  industrial  chimneys  and  restricting  emissions  of  grit  and  dust, 
together  with  additional  powers  relating  to  dark  smoke  and  smoke  control  areas. 
Another  important  new  measure  was  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  containing  91 
sections  and  10  schedules  relating  to  improvement  grants,  improvement  areas, 
payments  for  unfit  houses,  etc.  Points  of  particular  interest  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  are  several  new  powers  concerning  houses  in  multiple  occupation,  and 
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the  introduction  of  “  qualification  certificates.”  The  purpose  of  the  certificates 
is  to  enable  the  owner  of  a  house  that  has  all  the  standard  amenities  and  is  in  a 
good  state  of  repair  to  have  it  taken  out  of  the  category  of  a  ‘  ‘  controlled  tenancy  ’  ’ 
and  classified  as  a  “  regulated  tenancy,”  at  a  higher  rent.  This  will  not  only 
provide  a  better  return  for  landlords  of  good  class  houses  which  have  been 
maintained  in  a  proper  state  of  repair  ;  it  will  also  encourage  the  owners  of  houses 
which  are  basically  sound  but  lack  one  or  two  of  the  standard  amenities,  or  have  a 
few  items  of  disrepair,  to  make  good  those  deficiencies  before  applying  for  a 
certificate.  This  will  involve  much  additional  work  for  the  public  health  inspec¬ 
tors  and  should  result  in  a  substantial  uplift  in  the  general  standard  of  rented 
houses. 


Work  on  the  new  hostel  for  mentally  subnormal  females  in  Cambridge 
Street  commenced  early  in  1969  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for 
occupation  early  in  1970.  This  establishment  will  replace  St.  Mungo  House  and 
in  addition  to  becoming  a  new  home  for  the  twelve  women  at  present  in  St. 
Mungo  House  it  will  also  accommodate  a  further  fifteen  girls. 


The  special  care  unit  in  Galen  House  has  justified  its  worth  over  the  years 
inasmuch  as  a  number  of  severely  mentally  handicapped  children  have  progressed 
sufficiently  to  be  transferred  to  the  Junior  Training  Centre.  A  further  step 
forward  was  taken  during  the  past  year  by  the  establishment  at  Galen  House  of  a 
small  occupational  therapy  section,  using  offcuts  and  scrap  material  from  the 
Adult  Centres.  It  has  been  possible  to  obtain  the  interest  of  suitable  patients  in 
the  centre  and  a  number  of  small  items  have  already  been  made,  such  as  raffia 
mats,  draught  excluders,  soft  toys,  etc.  In  addition  a  more  realistic  programme 
for  the  partially  sighted  and  blind  mentally  handicapped  children  is  being 
developed  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Welfare  Services  Department  and  simi¬ 
larly  a  programme  has  been  introduced  for  the  hard  of  hearing  and  deaf  patients. 


Efforts  to  bring  about  a  closer  liaison  between  the  general  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  continued  throughout  the  year. 
It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  develop  a  scheme  of  direct  attachment  of  nursing 
staff  to  general  medical  practitioners,  but  following  consultations  with  the  Local 
Medical  Committee  arrangements  were  made  towards  the  end  of  the  year  for 
district  nurses  to  attend  at  certain  of  the  Department’s  clinics  daily  for  a  period 
in  the  morning  so  that  ambulant  patients  requiring  dressings  or  injections  could 
be  referred  there  by  their  doctors,  and  so  reduce  the  number  of  visits  to  patient’s 
homes  which  the  district  nurse  was  required  to  undertake.  After  a  slow  start  the 
number  of  patients  attending  the  clinics  increased  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
the  scheme  appeared  to  have  become  established.  A  similar  attendance  at  the 
clinics  by  a  health  visitor  met  with  little  success  as  few  patients  were  referred  by 
general  practitioners. 

Once  more  I  received  great  assistance  during  t lie  year  from  the  press  and 
television  authorities  who  continued  to  show  interest  and  understanding  in  the 
work  of  my  Department. 
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My  staff  have  continued  to  carry  out  their  duties  loyally  and  conscientiously 
and  I  am  grateful  for  their  success  in  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  service 
for  which  they  are  renowned. 


Finally,  I  would  thank  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Health,  Cleansing 
and  Sanitary,  Housing  and  other  Committees  with  which  I  am  concerned  for  their 
support  and  encouragement.

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B  irths  and  Deaths.  There  were  5, 116  births  in  1969.  This  is  the  lowest  number  of 
births  for  Kingston  upon  Hull  (apart  from  the  last  war)  since  1872  when  the 
population  was  a  mere  128,000.  The  birth  rate  for  1969  was  17.5.  Deaths  were 
3,510  being  the  highest  since  1961.  The  death  rate  for  1969  was  12.0.  These 
two — lowest  births  and  highest  deaths — give  the  abnormally  low  natural  increase 
of  1,606.  The  last  time  it  was  so  low  was  in  1933. 


Table  I  shows  the  causes  of  death  in  age  groups  and  by  sex.  All  forms  of 
cancer  and  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  accounted  for  nearly  70  per  cent  of 
all  deaths.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  births  and  deaths  and  their 
respective  rates  at  various  periods  since  1900.

Area  Comparability  Factors.  The  area  comparability  factors  for  this  City 
furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  are  0.97  for  births  and  1.2  for  deaths.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  is,  therefore,  17.0  per  1,000  population  and  the  adjusted 
death  rate  is  14.4. 

Male  and  Female  Deaths.  The  total  of  3,510  deaths  consisted  of  1,835 
males  and  1,675  females.  The  death  rate  for  males  was  12.8  and  for  females 
11.2  per  1,000  of  the  population.

Cancer.  Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  were  higher  than  hitherto,  being 
780  compared  with  712  in  1968.  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  once  more 
increased,  there  being  246  compared  with  221  in  1968.  The  increase  is  even  more 
marked  in  the  case  of  men.  There  were  217  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung 
amongst  men.  Year  by  year  deaths  from  this  cause  continue  to  increase.  Almost 
90  per  cent  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  were  amongst  males. 

Coronary  Disease.  Once  again  deaths  from  this  cause  showed  an  increase 
from  the  previous  year,  which  was  already  the  highest  ever  recorded.  At  one 
time  there  was  an  appreciable  gap  between  the  numbers  dying  in  each  of  the 
sexes  from  this  cause.  In  1968  the  gap  had  narrowed  to  1  male  to  1.2  females. 
In  1969  the  gap  was  1  man  to  1.05  women.  Over  25  per  cent  of  all  deaths  were 
from  this  cause. 

Heart  Diseases  [excluding  coronary  diseases).  Once  again  there  was  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  deaths  from  this  cause,  there  being  315  in  1969  compared  with  353  in  1968. 

Cerebro  Vascular  Disease.  There  were  369  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1969. 
More  than  80  per  cent  of  the  deaths  in  this  category  are  over  65  years  of  age. 
There  is  a  marked  female  preponderance  in  this  category  excepting  that,  in  the  age 
group  55 — 64,  males  exceed  females. 

Influenza,  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  other  non-tub erculo us  Diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  System.  There  were  717  deaths  from  these  causes  during  the  year. 
There  was  some  influenza  towards  the  end  of  the  year  which  may  have  accounted 
for  an  increase  in  deaths  from  these  causes.  There  was  a  preponderance  of  males 
over  females  in  deaths  due  to  pneumonia  and  bronchitis.  This  follows  the  usual 
tre  nd  of  previous  years. 

Infectious  Diseases.  There  were  29  deaths  from  infectious  diseases,  including 
12  from  tuberculosis,

Infant  Mortality.  There  were  127  infant  deaths  in  1969.  This  is  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  24.8  compared  with  18.0  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were 
84  neo-natal  deaths  giving  a  rate  of  16.4  compared  with  12.0  for  England  and 
Wales,  whilst  the  73  early  neo-natal  deaths  gave  a  rate  of  14.3  compared  with 
10.0  for  England  and  Wales.

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate.  The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age  plus 
still  births  produced  a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  31.5  compared  with  a  perinatal 
mortality  rate  of  23.0  for  England  and  Wales. 


Seventy-jive  years  ago.  The  year  1894  was  described  in  a  recent  World  Healtli 
Organisation  publication  as  being  memorable  for  the  fact  that  Alexandre  Emil 
Jean  Yersin  discovered  the  bacillus  of  bubonic  plague  at  Hong  Kong.  He  and 
two  other  French  doctors,  Leon  Charles  Albert  Calmette  and  P.  L.  Simond,  did 
important  research  on  plague.  With  Calmette  (one  of  the  originators  of  B.C.G.), 
Yersin  undertook  the  first  trials  of  anti-plague  vaccination.  Yersin  is  one  of  the 
great  men  of  medical  history.  Simond  has  a  more  modest  place  in  history  but  in 
1898  he  proved  plague  to  be  transmitted  by  rat  fleas.  During  the  14th,  15th  and 
16th  centuries  outbreaks  of  plague  were  a  constantly  recurring  threat  to  the 
public  health,  particularly  in  London  and  other  ports.  Hull  had  more  than  its 
share  over  the  years.  The  disease  was  one  of  the  reasons  for  quarantine  measures 
being  taken  in  this  country.  Nowadays  plague  continues  to  exist  in  Asia,  Africa 
and  America  in  urban  outbreaks  and  there  has  been  a  big  increase  in  incidence  of 
the  disease  in  Vietnam  owing  to  war  conditions,  but  otherwise  the  disease  is  not 
often  heard  of  these  days.  The  last  incidence  of  this  disease  in  Kingston  upon 
Hull  was  in  1926  when  there  were  two  cases,  one  of  whom  died. 


During  1894,  154  people  died  in  Kingston  upon  Hull  and  were  not  certified, 
either  by  a  registered  medical  practitioner  or  by  the  coroner. 


Infant  mortality  for  1894  was  978,  giving  a  rate  of  142  per  1,000  live 
births.

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GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Registration  of  Nursing  Homes .  The  three  registered  Nursing  Homes  main¬ 
tained  satisfactory  standards. 

Medical  Examinations.  2,326  examinations  were  carried  out  by  medical 
officers  of  the  Department,  1,995  being  in  respect  of  new  appointments,  admission 
to  the  Sick  Pay  and/or  Superannuation  Schemes,  fitness  to  continue  in  employ¬ 
ment,  to  drive  heavy  goods  and  Public  Service  vehicles,  etc.,  and  331  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  operation  of  the  Corporation’s  Sick  Pay  Scheme.  Twenty-two 
employees  were  examined  in  their  own  homes,  the  remainder  of  the  examinations 
being  carried  out  in  the  East  Hull  Clinic  and  the  After-Care  Section  Offices,  76 
Lowgate.  Of  the  total  number  of  appointments  made  for  medical  examinations 
of  one  kind  or  another  302  were  not  kept,  some  because  of  illness  and  some 
because  of  inability  to  attend  on  the  date  specified,  but  the  majority,  being 
appointments  for  Sick  Pay  examinations,  were  cancelled  because  the  persons 
concerned  had  resumed  duty  or  were  about  to  do  so. 

In  connection  with  employees  excluded  from  the  Sick  Pay  Scheme,  opinions 
were  given  in  65  cases  of  sickness  as  to  whether  absence  was  likely  to  be  related 
to  the  medical  disability  because  of  which  the  employee  had  been  excluded  from 
the  Scheme. 

The  Department’s  medical  officers  also  carried  out  terminal  medical  exam¬ 
inations  on  160  students  at  the  College  of  Education. 

From  time  to  time  when  it  appeared  that  an  employee  attending  for  medical 
examination  might  be  in  need  of  practical  help  or  guidance,  the  welfare  officer  of 
the  Town  Clerk’s  Establishment  Section  was  informed,  so  that  he  could  visit  the 
employee  concerned  at  home. 

Open  Spaces.  Information  supplied  by  the  Parks  Superintendent  shows  that 
there  are  in  the  city  and  immediately  adjoining  it,  approximately  987  acres  of 
Public  Parks,  Gardens,  Recreation  Grounds  and  open  spaces  owned  by  the 
Corporation  ;  and  particulars  kindly  furnished  by  the  Chief  Education  Officer 
indicate  other  open  spaces  to  include  sites  controlled  by  the  Education  Committee 
and  prepared  for  school  playing  fields,  of  an  area  of  656  acres.  Additional  sites 
not  prepared  for  this  purpose  total  70  acres. 

City  Mortuary.  During  1969,  538  post-mortem  examinations  were  carried 
out  in  the  City  Mortuary. 

Inquests  were  held  at  the  Coroner’s  Court,  Police  Headquarters,  Queen’s 
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Gardens.  Dr.  Philip  Science,  Her  Majesty’s  Coroner  for  the  City,  has  kindly 
furnished  the  following  statistics: —

Cremations.  In  1969  the  Crematorium  carried  out  2,825  cremations — an 
increase  of  54  on  the  previous  year.  Of  the  cremations  carried  out  at  the  Hull 
Crematorium  1,963  were  in  respect  of  residents  of  Kingston  upon  Hull,  which 
was  55.9%  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  same  period. 


Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Laboratories .  The  chemical  and  bacteriological 
work  undertaken  in  the  City  Laboratories  is  the  subject  of  a  separate  report 
by  the  City  Analyst  and  Corporation  Bacteriologist,  R.  T.  Hunter,  Esq.,  B.Sc., 
F.R.I.C. 

Most  of  the  bacteriological  work  for  this  City  is  performed  in  the  Medical 
Research  Council’s  Public  Health  Laboratory  accommodated  in  the  Hull  Royal 
Infirmary.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  H. 
McCoy,  and  serves  as  the  bacteriological  centre  for  a  wide  area  of  Yorkshire. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

The  Director  of  Welfare  Services  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  par¬ 
ticulars  about  the  working  of  the  above-mentioned  Act  and  those  parts  of  the 
Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Act  relative  to  the  welfare  .services, 
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Residential  accommodation  for  elderly  and  other  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  not  otherwise  available  to  them  is  now  being  provided  for  876  persons  in 
23  residential  Homes,  administered  by  the  Welfare  Services  Department. 
Accommodation  was  provided  by  other  Authorities  during  the  year  for  2  persons 
for  whom  Kingston  upon  Hull  accepted  financial  responsibility.  Additionally, 
arrangements  were  made  or  continued  with  Voluntary  Organisations,  for  the 
accommodation  of  73  persons  deemed  to  be  ordinarily  resident  in  this  City. 

Temporary  accommodation  has  been  provided  on  a  full-time  occupation 
basis  and  for  “  overnight  ”  stays  only. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

Sheltered  workshop  facilities  have  been  provided  through  the  agency  of  the 
Hull  and  East  Riding  Institute  for  the  Blind  for  61  blind  and  partially  sighted 
men  and  women  in  various  trades.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  general 
welfare  of  747  blind  and  251  partially  sighted  persons  in  the  City,  including 
assisted  holidays,  teaching  Braille  or  Moon,  social  centres,  outings,  provision 
of  aids,  home  teaching  and  visiting,  wireless  facilities,  handicrafts,  etc.

The  Welfare  Services  Committee  provided  for  the  general  welfare  of  245 
persons  who  are  Deaf  without  speech,  57  persons  who  are  Deaf  with  Speech  and 
for  300  Hard  of  Hearing  persons.  Visiting,  advisory,  casework,  interpretation 
services,  etc.,  were  provided  by  the  Department,  including  the  administration  of 
an  assisted  holiday  scheme  and  services  for  placement  in  employment.  Re¬ 
creation,  religious  and  social  facilities  were  provided  through  agency  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  Hull  and  East  Yorkshire  Institute  for  the  Deaf. 

The  welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons  (General  Classes)  was  developed  still 
further  and  services  were  provided  for  3,474  persons,  including  casework,  visiting 
and  advisory  services,  craftwork,  provision  of  aids  and  adaptations,  social  centres/ 
day  clubs,  special  transport,  meals  services,  assisted  holidays,  outings,  etc. 
Twenty-two  Handicapped  Persons  are  provided  with  sheltered  workshop  em¬ 
ployment  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  Scheme. 

A  comprehensive  visiting  and  welfare  service  has  been  maintained  for  elderly 
persons  in  the  City  through  the  Department’s  Social  Welfare  Officers  and  services 
currently  provided  include  meals,  recreation,  assisted  holidays,  social  centres,  etc. 

Other  services  made  available  included  the  temporary  protection  of  property 
and  burial  or  cremation  of  deceased  persons  in  certain  circumstances. 


EPILEPTICS  AND  CEREBRAL  PALSY 

A  cerebral  palsy  clinic  is  held  from  time  to  time  at  the  Frederick  Holmes 
Special  School  and  children  of  both  school  and  pre-school  age  are  seen  there  for 
diagnosis  and  treatment.  These  children  include  not  only  those  attending  the 
school  but  others  who  are  treated  as  out-patients. 

The  existence  of  the  clinic  is  well  known  and  cases  are  referred  by  general 
medical  practitioners,  hospitals  and  the  Maternal  and  Child  Health  section  of  the 
Health  Department. 
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No  special  arrangements  exist  for  the  treatment  of  epilepsy  but  examination 
for  diagnosis  can  be  made  at  the  school  paediatric  clinics. 

Most  of  the  epileptic  children  attend  ordinary  schools  except  when  this  is 
not  possible  owing  to  other  physical  or  mental  handicap,  and  except  for  a  very 
small  number  who  would,  owing  to  bad  home  conditions,  be  resident  in  epileptic 
colonies. 

Normally,  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  both  epileptics  and  cerebral 
palsied  children  are  made  by  the  general  practitioner.

ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 


AND  SANITATION 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Water.  The  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
information. 

The  Water  Department  supplies  98,838  dwellings  within  the  City  covering 
the  whole  of  the  estimated  population  of  298,000.  Distribution  is  by  public  water 
main  direct  to  houses,  etc.,  no  supplies  being  given  by  means  of  standpipes. 

The  supply  to  the  whole  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
A  total  of  some  52  bacteriological  samples  of  raw  water  and  782  bacteriological 
samples  of  water  passing  into  supply  was  examined  during  the  year.  The 
bacteriological  quality  of  water  passing  into  supply  was  satisfactory. 

Regular  chemical  analyses  were  taken  from  water  supplied  ;  these  indicated 
no  significant  variation  from  previous  years. 

The  water  supplied  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action.  Fluoride  is  not  added  to 
the  water. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the 
City  Engineer  :  — 

West  Hull.  The  Humberside  Pumping  Station  handles  the  majority  of  the 
combined  foul  and  surface  water  flows  from  areas  to  the  west  of  the  River  Hull 
and  also  from  the  greater  part  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Haltemprice. 
Screenings  are  separated  from  the  flows,  macerated  and  then  pumped  into  the 
River  Humber  during  ebb  tide  periods.  No  other  treatment  is  given  to  the 
remainder  of  the  flow  prior  to  pumping  into  the  river  during  any  state  of  the  tide. 

The  Old  Town,  including  the  Waterhouse  Lane  area,  drains  by  gravity 
directly  into  the  Rivers  Hull  and  Humber.  A  privately  developed  housing 
estate  off  Beverley  Road  near  to  the  City  boundary  is  drained  to  a  small  sewage 
treatment  works.  These  works  have  continued  to  discharge  a  satisfactorily 
treated  sewage  effluent  into  the  River  Hull. 

East  Hull.  A  small  area  which  lies  between  the  River  Hull  and  Victoria 
Dock  is  drained  by  gravity  directly  into  the  River  Humber. 

Apart  from  the  Bransholme  development,  referred  to  separately  below,  the 
remainder  of  East  Hull  is  drained  by  a  combined  system  to  the  East  Hull  Pumping 
Station,  the  flow  being  discharged,  untreated,  into  the  River  Humber.  A  limited 
foul  flow  from  the  parishes  of  Bilton,  Coniston  and  Sproatley  in  the  adjacent 
Holderness  Rural  District  is  discharged  into  the  head  of  the  Holderness  Road 
trunk  sewer  and  is  also  handled  by  the  Corporation’s  pumping  station. 
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Work  has  been  proceeding  satisfactorily  on  the  extensions  to  the  East  Hull 
Pumping  Station,  and  the  Contractor  has  now  nearly  completed  all  the  Civil 
Engineering  works  in  the  substructure  of  the  extension.  Work  is  also  pro¬ 
gressing  satisfactorily  on  the  installation  of  the  pumping  machinery,  pump 
discharge  pipework,  screening  machinery  and  penstocks. 


The  Contractor  for  the  construction  of  an  extension  to  the  Northern  Trunk 
Sewer  (Contract  No.  8.C)  in  open  cut  from  East  Park  (Ings  Road  entrance)  to  the 
disused  Hornsea  Branch  Railway  has  maintained  satisfactory  progress  during 
the  period  under  review. 


The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  been 
received  for  a  further  extension  to  the  Northern  Trunk  Sewer  (Contract  No.  8.E) 
in  open  cut  from  the  disused  Hornsea  Branch  Railway  to  Leads  Road  and  Sutton 
Road.  Work  on  the  construction  of  this  extension  will  be  started  during  January 
1970. 


Work  has  continued  on  the  design  of  the  next  section  of  the  Northern  Branch 
Sewer  (Contract  No.  8.F)  into  the  proposed  industrial  area  between  Sutton  Road, 
Leads  Road  and  the  River  Hull. 


Bransholme .  The  Bransholme  Sewage  Treatment  Works  operated  satis¬ 
factorily  throughout  the  year  and  the  standard  of  effluent  discharged  to  the 
River  Hull  remained  well  above  the  minimum  specified  by  the  Yorkshire  Ouse 
and  Hull  River  Authority, 


Trade  Effluent  Control.  Control  continued  to  be  exercised  over  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  trade  effluent  passed  into  the  public  sewerage  system,  and  a 
number  of  unauthorised  discharges  of  obnoxious  chemicals  into  the  system  were 
investigated. 


Adequacy  of  Sewerage  System.  Apart  from  certain  areas  in  East  Hull  re¬ 
ferred  to  above,  the  sewerage  system  in  the  district  is  considered  to  be  reasonably 
adequate.  For  the  past  twenty-two  years  the  Corporation  has  been  engaged  upon 
large  scale  main  drainage  works  which  are  still  proceeding,  and  which  will  ultim¬ 
ately  relieve  existing  restrictions  and  provide  drainage  facilities  for  future 
development  within  the  City. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  services  operated  under  this  heading  are  controlled 
by  the  Public  Cleansing  Superintendent  who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
information  : — 


Refuse  Collection.  A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
City  except  for  a  period  of  involvement  with  labour  problems  and  at  Bank  Holiday 
periods  when  variations  were  kept  to  a  minimum  by  overtime  working.  85,677 
tons  of  refuse  was  collected  during  1969, 
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Under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967,  29  abandoned  vehicles  were  removed 
from  sites  in  the  City  and  disposed  of  together  with  mattresses  and  other  rubbish 
which  had  been  dumped.  Unwanted  articles  taken  by  members  of  the  public  to 
Chapman  Street  and  Scarborough  Street  depots  between  the  hours  of  7-30  a.m. 
and  6  p.m.  Monday  to  Friday  and  9  a.m.  to  5-30  p.m.  on  a  Saturday,  are  accepted 
free  of  charge. 


Refuse  Disposal.  Refuse  was  disposed  of  as  follows  : — - 

(a)  Separation  and  Incineration 

54.6%  was  dealt  with  at  the  two  Refuse  Disposal  Plants  at  Chapman 
Street. 

(b)  Controlled  Tipping 

45.4%  was  tipped  at  sites  at  Bransholme,  Catfoss  and  Hessle. 


2,637  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  Catfoss  on  behalf  of  Hornsea  Urban 
District  Council. 


Income  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  during  1969  amounted  to 

£30,757. 


Street  Cleansing.  There  are  approximately  286  miles  of  streets  within  the 
City  boundary  and  these  are  swept  by  112  Street  Sweepers.  Five  mechanical 
sweeping  machines  and  ten  manulectric  trucks  are  in  use.  A  gang  of  men  work 
during  the  night  sweeping  areas  in  the  City  centre  which  are  difficult  to  sweep 
during  the  day  because  of  parked  cars. 

29,829  street  gullies  were  cleansed  during  the  year  and  cesspits  were  cleansed 
in  adjoining  local  authority  areas  on  a  rechargeable  basis  by  the  Department’s 
gully  machines. 

There  were  slight  falls  of  snow  during  November  and  December  and  on  seven 
days  during  this  period  the  Departmental  staff  was  assisted  by  men  recruited 
from  other  Corporation  Departments  and  the  Labour  Exchange.  Extra  vehicles 
were  engaged  from  private  firms  and  other  Corporation  Departments.  The 
approximate  expenditure  to  7th  December,  1969,  was  £11,595. 

Public  Conveniences.  In  spite  of  efforts  to  combat  vandalism,  the  cost  of 
repairs  to  public  conveniences  was  again  very  heavy.  New  conveniences  are  being 
planned  for  newly  developing  areas  around  the  City. 

Staff.  The  staff  administering  and  operating  Public  Cleansing  Services  as  at 
31st  December,  1969,  was  616. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE  AND 

SANITATION 


This  section  of  the  report,  together  with  the  following  sections  on  Housing 
and  Food  and  Drugs,  covers  most  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  public  health 
inspectors.  Table  V  summarises  the  number  of  inspections  made,  notices  served 
and  improvements  effected  and  the  corresponding  figures  for  1968  are  included 
for  comparison. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  compared  with  1968,  there  was  an  increase  of  1,248  in 
the  number  of  complaints  received  but  the  figure  for  1969  was  the  nearest  to  the 
average  for  recent  years.  The  total  number  of  inspections  and  investigations 
shows  an  increase  of  over  a  thousand  compared  with  1968  but  the  figure  for  that 
year  was  more  than  ten  thousand  below  1967  and  sixteen  thousand  below  1966 
and  these  differences  can  only  be  explained  by  the  staffing  problem. 

In  previous  reports  many  references  have  been  made  to  the  shortage  of 
inspectorial  staff  which  has  persisted  over  the  past  15  years.  During  1969  the 
position  continued  to  worsen  and  as  a  consequence  a  complete  re-consideration 
of  the  position  had  to  be  made.  This  resulted  in  the  approval  of  the  Provincial 
Council  being  sought  to  the  payment  of  a  basic  salary  of  A.P.  Grades  4/5  to  public 
health  inspectors  with  appropriate  adjustments  to  the  salaries  of  senior  in¬ 
spectors.  At  the  same  time  ten  of  the  vacant  posts  were  deleted  from  the 
establishment.  It  is  hoped  that  these  steps  will  enable  us  to  retain  a  higher 
proportion  of  the  students  trained  in  this  City  and  that  the  staffing  position  will 
now  gradually  improve.  Bearing  in  mind  the  number  of  students  in  training  and 
the  number  of  inspectors  due  to  retire  it  will,  however,  be  some  time  before  a  full 
establishment  can  be  achieved.  Eight  students  were  successful  in  passing  their 
third  year  sessional  examination  and  are  eligible  to  sit  for  their  final  examination 
next  year  :  the  next  group  (7)  will  complete  the  course  in  1972. 

Other  points  revealed  by  Table  V  are  a  considerable  reduction  in  the 
number  of  houses  inspected  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  a  substantial  increase  in 
inspections  of  premises  for  rats  and  mice.  With  regard  to  housing,  the  number 
of  houses  in  clearance  areas  already  represented  in  previous  years  was  far  in 
excess  of  the  number  of  new  houses  likely  to  be  built  during  1969  and  1970,  so 
it  became  necessary  to  slow  down  the  rate  of  inspection  and  representation  of 
unfit  houses  in  order  to  bring  both  sides  of  the  programme  more  closely  into 
line.  The  increased  activity  in  connection  with  rodents  is  due  to  the  problem  of 
warfarin  resistant  mice  which  are  multiplying  rapidly,  especially  in  one  large  area 
of  the  City.

A  further  39  summonses  were  issued  for  failure  to  comply  with  nuisance 
orders  and  resulted  in  2  fines  of  £25  ;  10  of  £10  ;  3  of  £8  ;  1  of  £7  ;  16  of  £5  ;  5  of  £3  ; 
1  of  £2  ;  and  1  of  £1. 

Total  amount  of  fines  imposed  during  the  year — £279. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  one  nuisance  order  was  outstanding  and  unless  the 
owner  of  this  property  completes  the  work,  further  proceedings  will  have  to  be 
taken. 
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Pigeons,  Nuisances  from.  Due  to  shortages  and  frequent  changes  both  in 
the  inspectorial  staff  and  the  workmen  of  the  Department,  no  traps  were  set 
during  the  year. 

Sparrow  Infestation.  The  department  is  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  kill  sparrows  by  the  use  of  narcotics.  This  method 
can  only  be  employed  when  the  birds  are  inside  or  in  close  proximity  to  a  large 
building  such  as  a  warehouse  or  food  factory,  and  exist  in  considerable  numbers. 
2  premises  were  treated  and  105  sparrows  destroyed. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

This  City  is  co-operating  with  the  Ministry  of  Technology  in  a  scheme  for 
obtaining  accurate  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  on  a  standardised  and 
nation-wide  basis.  All  the  co-operating  bodies  are  using  apparatus  of  identical 
design,  installed  in  five  specified  types  of  neighbourhood  so  that  results  from 
different  towns  and  districts  can  be  compared.

The  graph  shows  the  records  from  these  five  instruments  since  the  scheme 
began  in  1964.  It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  first  two  districts,  which  are  mainly 
residential,  the  amount  of  smoke  exceeds  the  amount  of  sulphur  but  in  the  next 
two  districts  which  are  industrial  and  commercial,  the  sulphur  exceeds  the  smoke. 
This  is  because  industrial  and  commercial  heating  installations  are  more  efficient 
than  domestic  open  fires — a  far  greater  tonnage  of  coal  and  oil  is  consumed  in 
those  districts  but  because  of  the  higher  efficiency  there  is  less  smoke  :  the  high 
sulphur  figures  are  an  indication  of  the  greater  volume  of  fuel  consumed  and  are 
not  materially  affected  by  the  question  of  efficient  combustion.  Smoke  and 
sulphur  from  tall  industrial  chimneys  is,  however,  discharged  at  a  greater  height 
than  domestic  smoke  and  is  consequently  dispersed  over  a  wider  area  :  only  a 
small  proportion  will  reach  ground  level  in  the  district  in  which  it  is  produced. 
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The  graph  shows  a  general  downward  trend  in  4  of  the  districts  but  in  the 
fifth  district  (Greenwich  Avenue)  the  picture  is  disappointing,  especially  as  that 
instrument  is  near  the  centre  of  our  largest  smoke  control  area.  In  1964  the  smoke 
recordings  in  this  district  were  far  below  all  the  others  and  the  figures  continued 
to  improve  over  the  next  two  years.  From  1967,  this  downward  trend  was 
reversed,  due  to  shortages  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  and  consequent  burning  of  coal. 
At  first,  in  1967,  these  shortages  were  only  marginal  and  some  of  the  coal  burning 
was  being  done  by  a  few  people  who  had  made  no  real  attempt  to  obtain  smoke¬ 
less  fuel ;  also  coal  was  being  delivered  by  one  or  two  merchants  who  were  not 
interested  in  smoke  control.  The  Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  which  made  it  an  offence 
to  buy  or  deliver  coal  in  a  smoke  control  area,  temporarily  checked  these  ten¬ 
dencies  but  by  the  winter  of  1969  the  further  run-down  of  coke  supplies  from  the 
local  gasworks  had  caused  a  more  genuine  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  and 
the  possibility  of  suspending  the  control  orders  temporarily  was  being  considered 
by  the  Council. 


It  should,  of  course,  be  borne  in  mind  that  some  of  the  smoke  and  much  of 
the  sulphur  recorded  at  Greenwich  Avenue  has  blown  over  from  adjacent  districts 
which  are  not  yet  under  control.  But  in  spite  of  these  factors  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  figures  for  smoke  at  Greenwich  Avenue  still  contrast  strikingly  with 
those  for  the  two  other  residential  areas — Gordon  Street  and  Ellerburn  Avenue. 


The  High  Street  instrument  was  installed  before  the  current  national  survey 
was  inaugurated  and  its  records  from  1954  to  1968  show  a  strong  and  consistent 
downward  trend  over  the  whole  of  that  period,  but  even  in  this  case,  there  was  an 
unfortunate  set-back  in  1969  due  to  smokeless  fuel  shortages,  the  recordings 
being  as  follows  : —

Recordings  from  similar  instruments  all  over  the  United  Kingdom  are  pub¬ 
lished  monthly  and  annually  by  the  Ministry  of  Technology  so  that  comparisons 
can  be  made,  taking  into  account  the  five  different  categories  of  district.  It  is 
also  possible  to  compile  “  League  Tables  ”  for  the  “  top  thirty  ”  towns  as  regards 
highest  winter  average,  highest  24  hours  concentration,  greatest  number  of  24 
hour  concentrations  exceeding  500  microgrammes  of  smoke  per  cubic  metre  of 
air,  etc. 
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Until  recent  years,  Kingston  upon  Hull  never  had  any  of  its  five  districts 
appearing  among  the  top  thirty  in  any  of  the  league  tables  but  by  1967  the  city 
(in  this  unenviable  sphere  only)  had  gained  promotion  to  the  First  Division. 
The  following  tables  show  how  the  relative  positions  have  changed  over  the  years 
due  to  some  towns  making  more  progress  than  others.  The  general  level  of  smoke 
in  all  districts  has  decreased  owing  to  changes  in  fuel  usage  but  cities  like  Sheffield, 
which  have  done  well  with  regard  to  smoke  control,  have  now  disappeared  from 
the  top  thirty  and  Leeds  (which  previously  had  3  districts  in  the  top  30)  has 
almost  disappeared.

National  figures  for  1968/1969  are  not  yet  available  but  the  winter  mean 
figures  for  Gordon  Street  and  Ellerburn  Avenue  for  that  year  were  235  and  184 
respectively. 
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Smoke  Control  Areas 

Between  1958  and  1962  the  Council  made  ten  smoke  control  orders  covering 
4,848  acres  and  29,245  premises.  No  further  orders  were  made  from  1963  to 
1968  on  account  of  difficulties  concerning  solid  smokeless  fuels.  In  August,  1969 
the  Council  made  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  No.  1 1  (Bransholme)  Smoke  Control 
Order,  1969  and  this  was  confirmed  without  modification  by  the  Minister  in 
November.  It  covers  3,068  acres  of  land  which  is  now  undergoing  rapid  develop¬ 
ment.  At  the  date  of  making  the  order  1,344  corporation  dwellings  and  125 
privately  built  houses  had  been  completed  and  the  total  number  projected  is 
13,000  dwellings  plus  other  buildings.  Most  of  these  dwellings  will  be  heated  by 
gas  or  electricity  but  some  of  the  privately  built  houses  will  use  solid  smokeless 
fuel. 

Industrial  Smoke  and  Dust 

Since  the  war  there  has  been  a  striking  reduction  in  the  amount  of  smoke 
produced  by  industry  and  this  trend  continued  during  the  year.  The  tendency 
appears  to  be  towards  the  installation  of  packaged  type  boilers,  automatically 
oil-fired  for  steam  raising,  with  oil  and  gasfired  sectional  boilers  for  central 
heating.  The  use  of  oil  and  gas-fired  air  heaters  for  factory  and  workshop  space¬ 
heating  appears  to  be  quite  popular.  Solid  fuel  fired  installations  in  the  City 
have  suffered  a  decline. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968  came  into  operation 
by  means  of  Commencement  Orders  1  and  2.  The  Act  covers  more  adequately 
various  important  facets  of  air  pollution  control  including  dark  smoke  emissions 
arising  from  incineration  of  trade  refuse,  etc.  by  means  of  bonfires.  This  part  of 
the  Act  is  tempered  by  the  Clean  Air  (Emission  of  Dark  Smoke)  (Exemption) 
Regulations,  1969.  The  exemptions,  on  the  whole,  are  reasonable  although 
many  people  may  argue  that  they  run  counter  to  the  spirit  of  the  Act.  Ideally 
one  would  prefer  no  exemptions,  particularly  in  the  area  of  demolition  work, 
but  one  can  think  of  good  reasons  why  some  incineration  on  site  should  take  place 
in  the  interests  of  hygiene  and  economy  i.e.,  slum  clearance  work.  All  the 
exemptions  are  conditional,  the  conditions  being  obviously  framed  to  prevent 
emissions  due  to  carelessness. 

Greater  powers  are  provided  for  the  control  of  grit  and  dust  emissions  from 
furnaces.  Regulations  with  regard  to  the  measurement  of  grit  and  dust  have 
been  in  operation  since  1st  May,  1968  but  so  far  these  provisions  have  not  made  a 
great  deal  of  impact.  Real  control  of  grit  and  dust  emissions  from  furnaces 
will  become  apparent  in  the  near  future  and  in  order  to  perform  their  functions 
effectively,  trained  personnel  and  proper  equipment  will  have  to  be  provided. 
The  Clean  Air  (Arrestment  Plant)  (Exemption)  Regulations,  1969  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  October,  1969  exempting  certain  classes  of  furnaces  and 
indicating  the  type  of  information  required  in  order  to  consider  applications  for 
exemption  of  other  types  of  furnaces. 

The  height  of  chimneys  as  a  means  of  air  pollution  control  is  now  receiving 
much  greater  attention.  Section  6  of  the  1968  Act,  in  operation  since  the  1st 
April,  1969,  together  with  the  Clean  Air  (Height  of  Chimneys)  (Prescribed  Form) 
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Regulations,  1969,  afford  tight,  control  on  the  height  of  chimneys  and  is  working 
satisfactorily.  Consultation  between  applicants  and  the  Local  Authority's 
officers  prior  to  submission  of  applications,  establishes  a  realistic  approach  to  the 
work  and  prevents  unnecessary  waste  of  time.  Certain  exemptions  are  listed 
in  the  Clean  Air  (Height  of  Chimneys)  (Exemption)  Regulations,  1969. 

No  legislation  is  perfect  but  commencing  with  the  Beaver  Committee’s 
Reports,  1953/4,  one  must  agree  that  a  common  sense  approach  has  been  made 
to  the  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  local  authorities  should  give 
support  to  its  implementation  in  every  possible  way.  The  work,  particularly  as 
regards  domestic  smoke,  would  be  greatly  stimulated  if  the  Government  adopted 
a  really  integrated  and  comprehensive  fuel  policy  commensurate  with  the 
statutes  they  have  enacted. 

The  following  are  a  few  examples  of  local  industrial  problems. 

Disposal  of  Waste  Products.  Incineration  of  trade  refuse  continues  to  give 
rise  to  a  large  number  of  complaints  about  smoke — 35  were  received  by  the 
department  during  1969.  All  these  were  investigated  and  advice  was  given. 

Ironworks.  No  further  major  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  a  large 
ironworks  in  the  City  during  the  year  as  the  company  are  critically  examining 
their  production  methods  with  a  view  to  the  possibility  of  eliminating  a  number  of 
hot  blast-cupolas  and  operating  the  remaining  cupolas  nearer  to  their  design 
capacity. 

Cement  Works.  Four  complaints  about  cement  dust  from  the  Wilmington 
Works  were  received  during  the  year.  These  were  caused  by  a  failure  of  the 
electrostatic  precipitators.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  kilns  were  closed  and  the 
manufacture  of  cement  at  these  works  was  discontinued. 

Ultra-Marine  Works.  The  manufacture  of  ultra-marine  in  the  Stoneferry 
area  gives  rise  to  pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphurous  fumes.  Gradual  conversion 
to  gas  firing  will  eliminate  the  smoke  but  the  problem  of  sulphur  fumes  remains. 

Electricity  Generating  Station.  Three  boilers  have  been  scrapped  and 
£26,000  expended  on  the  re-building  of  the  main  chimney  stack  and  modifying 
the  flues  from  other  boiler  plant  to  discharge  into  the  tall  chimney  instead  of  by 
separate  lower  chimneys. 

Prior  Approval  of  Boiler  Installations.  One  application  for  prior  approval 
of  a  new  furnace  under  Section  3  of  the  1956  Act  was  received  during  the  year 
together  with  58  notices  of  intention  to  install  furnaces. 

Improvements  effected  include  the  installation  of  3  economic  oil-fired 
boilers ;  4  oil-fired  packaged  boilers  ;  2  economic  boilers  burning  coal ;  23  sectional 
boilers  of  which  16  were  oil-fired,  6  gas  fired  and  one  hand  fired  with  coke  ;  one 
oil-fired  vertical  boiler  ;  38  air  heaters,  26  oil-fired  and  12  gas  fired  ;  one  oil-fired 
flash  steam  generator. 
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In  addition,  39  alterations  were  made  to  furnaces  and  equipment  to  improve 
combustion  ;  one  smoke  alarm  was  fitted  and  two  repaired  ;  two  sprinkler  stokers 
were  replaced  by  chain  grate  stokers  ;  two  paint  spray  booths  were  warm-air 
heated,  using  oil ;  an  oil-fired  low  temperature  bake  oven  was  installed.  Work  to 
suppress  dust  from  processes  other  than  combustion  was  carried  out  at  12  premises. 
Nuisances  from  fumes  arising  from  the  manufacture  of  varnish  and  from  large 
scale  paint  spraying  during  the  manufacture  of  caravans,  were  abated.

In  addition,  59  plans  which  had  been  submitted  to  the  City  Architect  under 
the  Building  Regulations  were,  in  accordance  with  long-standing  practice,  ex¬ 
amined  by  inspectors  of  the  Health  Department  for  matters  covered  by  the 
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Factories  Acts,  Clean  Air  Act,  etc.  When  any  unsatisfactory  features  were  noted 
they  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  private  architect  concerned  and 
rectified. 


68  complaints  were  received  from  the  general  public  concerning  smoke,  soot, 
grit,  etc.,  arising  from — boiler  plant  7  ;  incineration  of  refuse  35  ;  power  station 
3  ;  domestic  fires  5  ;  miscellaneous  smoke  nuisances  18.  43  complaints  were  made 
relating  to  nuisances  from  vapours,  dust,  etc.,  arising  otherwise  than  from  the 
combustion  of  fuel. 


Offensive  Trades 

The  number  of  trades  classified  as  “  offensive  ”  and  operating  in  the  City 
at  the  end  of  1969  was  15,  involving  76  premises  and  including  64  premises  in 
respect  of  which  the  Corporation’s  consent  operates  for  a  limited  period.  The 
following  table  shows  the  number  of  businesses  classified  according  to  the  trade

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All  premises  used  for  offensive  trades  are  subject  to  systematic  day  and 
night  observations.  During  1969,  1,059  day  and  340  night  inspections  were  made 
of  these  premises  and  other  places  where  effluvium  nuisances  might  arise.  12 
complaints  of  obnoxious  smells  were  received  from  the  general  public.  3  informal 
notices  were  served  and  71  verbal  requests  were  made  for  work  of  a  minor 
character. 


Structural  improvements  were  effected  in  10  cases  and  improved  operations 
to  minimise  possible  nuisances  were  introduced  in  165  cases, 
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Common  Lodging  Houses.  These  are  governed  by  byelaws  designed  to  en¬ 
sure  the  good  management  of  such  houses.  The  number  on  the  register  continues 
to  increase  and  is  now  50,  providing  accommodation  for  863  single  lodgers  and  3 
married  couples,  compared  with  39  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1968.  Several 
of  the  larger  houses  have  ceased  to  operate  and  have  been  superseded  by  a  larger 
number  of  smaller  houses.  The  standard  of  accommodation  has  continued  to 
improve  since  1962  when  the  last  of  the  “  minimal  standard  ”  lodging  houses 
was  demolished  so  that  it  is  now  generally  much  higher  than  that  required  by  the 
byelaws  and  superior  to  that  found  in  many  hotels. 

Seamen  s  Lodging  Houses.  These  houses  are  licensed  and  regulated  by  bye¬ 
laws  made  under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act.  A  number  of  the  smaller  houses 
cater  wholly  for  seamen  of  a  particular  nationality  such  as  Arabs,  Indians, 
Somalis,  etc.  The  number  on  the  register  was  5  containing  520  bedrooms  or 
cubicles  with  accommodation  for  543  seamen. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation.  The  number  of  registered  Houses  in  Multiple 
Occupation  reached  400.  This  number  is  only  a  proportion  of  the  number 
actually  in  use  in  multiple-occupancy,  the  larger  number  not  being  of  the 
registrable  type.  Of  the  houses  converted  to  multiple  occupancy  for  which 
applications,  for  registration  under  the  scheme  for  the  registration  of '‘Newly 
registrable  houses  ”  have  been  received,  10  were  found  to  be  registrable.  During 
the  year  27  notices  were  served  under  Section  15  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961 
requiring  the  provision  of  additional  facilities.  Simultaneous  action  was  taken 
by  the  Fire  Brigade  to  secure  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  under  Section  16  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1961  where  this  was  necessary.  Informal  action  has  been  pro¬ 
ductive  of  improved  facilities  and  conditions  generally  in  Houses  in  Multiple 
Occupation  throughout  the  year. 

Factories  Act,  1961 

The  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act  are  enforced  partly  by  H.M.  Inspectors 
of  Factories  and  partly  by  local  authorities.  In  factories  where  mechanical 
power  is  used  local  authorities  enforce  the  requirements  of  Section  7  of  the  Act 
and  the  Sanitary  Accommodation  Regulations,  1938,  to  ensure  that  suitable  and 
sufficient  sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  and  maintained.  In  factories 
where  mechanical  power  is  not  used,  local  authorities  deal  with  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  and  also  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and 
drainage  of  floors.  In  addition,  factories  of  all  classes  are  subject  to  the  general 
public  health  law  with  regard  to  nuisances,  etc.,  and  factories  processing  food  are 
subject  to  various  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  local  authority  is  required  by  the  Act  to  keep  registers  of  all  factories 
situated  within  its  district,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  54  non-power 
an  I  1,262  power  factories  on  the  Corporation’s  Register.  Altogether  363  in¬ 
spections  were  made  and  10  contraventions  were  found,  mainly  concerning 
unsatisfactory  conveniences. 

Plans  for  21  new  factories  and  alterations  to  existing  factories  were  submitted 
for  examination.  In  3  cases  suitable  sanitary  conveniences  were  not  indicated 
but  in  all  these  cases  the  architects  were  notified  and  undertook  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Authority. 
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Homework 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  occupiers  of  factories  carrying  out 
specified  trades  who  employ  workmen  or  contractors  working  outside  the  factory 
to  keep  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  such  persons.  These  persons 
are  known  as  outworkers  and  a  list  of  them  must  be  sent  to  the  District  Council 
during  the  months  of  February  and  August  each  year.  The  main  purpose  of  this 
Section  of  the  Act  is  to  ensure  that  the  health  of  persons  so  employed  is  safeguarded 
and  the  local  authority  has  power  to  forbid  homework  being  carried  on  at 
premises  where  there  is  a  case  of  infectious  disease.  This  Authority  has  on  its 
register  28  firms  who  employ  a  total  of  72  workers,  54  of  whom  live  within  the 
City.  Of  those  living  within  the  City,  49  are  engaged  in  the  making,  cleaning  and 
alteration,  etc.,  of  wearing  apparel.  In  addition  a  further  7  outworkers  engaged 
in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel  for  firms  outside  the  city  have  been  notified  to 
us  by  the  authorities  of  the  districts  in  which  the  employers  places  of  business 
are  situated. 

Further  details  concerning  the  department’s  work  in  connection  with 
factories  are  given  below  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Ministry.

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All  other  provisions  of  the  Factories  Acts  (with  the  exception  of  certain 
provisions  in  respect  of  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire)  are  enforced  by 
H.M.  Inspectors  of  Factories  who  are  employed  by  the  Department  of  Employ¬ 
ment  and  Productivity.  These  inspectors  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  of  local  authorities. 


Shops  Acts,  1950  to  1965 

These  Acts  control  hours  of  closing,  conditions  of  employment  of  shop 
assistants  and  Sunday  trading. 

At  the  31st  December  there  were  4,243  occupied  shops  on  the  register  in 
which  3,678  males  and  8,708  females  were  employed.  During  the  year  1,545  shops 
were  inspected  and  1,157  contraventions  were  found,  principally  in  relation  to 
failure  to  keep  prescribed  records  and  notices;  174  notices  were  served,  28  letters 
of  caution  sent  and  976  verbal  cautions  given.  On  re-visits  being  made,  698 
contraventions  had  been  remedied.  Twenty-one  plans  of  shops  or  other  premises 
were  submitted  for  examination  in  the  light  of  the  Shops  Act. 

On  weekdays,  2,104  observations  were  made  of  shops,  57  of  which  were 
found  to  be  open  after  the  prescribed  closing  hours.  A  further  1,409  inspections 
were  made  of  shops  on  Sundays,  at  140  of  which  contraventions  were  found. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  836  shops  which  opened  for  the  purpose 
of  trade  on  Sundays,  including  5  shops  occupied  by  persons  observing  the  Jewish 
Sabbath. 

During  the  year  two  exemption  orders  were  made  under  Section  1  (4)  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1950,  covering  grocers  in  the  North  Hull  area,  and  ladies  hairdressers 
throughout  the  city.  This  allows  them  to  remain  open  for  six-day  trading  and 
follows  two  similar  orders  made  last  year  covering  most  trades  in  the  central  area 
of  the  city. 


Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951 

The  Act  requires  registration  by  the  local  authority  of  premises  (with  certain 
exceptions)  where  there  is  carried  on  any  form  of  upholstering,  and  the  licensing 
by  the  local  authority  of  any  premises  at  which  rag  flock  is  either  manufactured 
or  stored  prior  to  delivery  to  registered  premises.  The  Regulations  of  1961 
prescribe  standards  of  cleanliness  for  each  kind  of  filling  material  to  which  the 
Act  applies. 

At  31st  December,  18  premises  were  registered  by  this  Local  Authority  and 
3  premises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  rag  flock.  There  is  no  establishment 
in  the  City  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured. 

One  sample  of  filling  material  was  taken  and  it  complied  with  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  prescribed  by  the  Regulations. 
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Betting  and  Gaming  Act,  1960 

All  premises  for  which  applications  had  been  made  for  Betting  Office 
Licenses  were  inspected  for  suitability  of  sanitary  arrangements,  washing  facilities 
etc.  No  applications  were  opposed  during  the  year.

Registration  of  Hairdressers  and  Barbers 

Under  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1967 — Section  73,  all 
hairdressers  and  barbers  carrying  on  business  in  premises  within  the  City  are 
required  to  be  registered  with  the  Local  Authority,  and  also  to  display  a  copy  of 
the  Bye-laws  made  under  Section  77  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961.  These 
Bye-laws  were  made  for  securing  hygienic  conditions  in  such  premises. 


At  the  31st  December,  344  persons  and  their  premises  were  on  the  register. 
Entertainment  Clubs  and  Coffee  Bars 

Under  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1967,  Section  47,  all  enter¬ 
tainment  clubs  and  coffee  bars  which  fall  within  the  definition  laid  down  have  to 
be  registered  with  the  Local  Authority.  All  premises  for  which  applications  for 
registration  were  received  were  inspected,  and  where  necessary,  a  schedule  of 
works  to  be  carried  out  was  submitted  to  the  enforcing  committee.  Most  of  the 
work  required  was  in  respect  of  sanitary  conveniences,  ventilation  and  food 
hygiene  facilities.  In  most  cases,  the  committee  gave  the  applicants  a  period 
of  time  in  which  to  carry  out  the  work,  and  in  all  cases  they  have  been  completed 
or  are  in  the  process  of  completion.  These  types  of  premises  are  now  under  the 
joint  control  of  the  Police  Authority,  the  Fire  Authority  and  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  This  has  gone  a  long  way  to  ensure  that  the  premises  are  maintained  to  a 
high  standard  in  all  respects. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Act  came  into  operation  during  1964  and  is  supplemented  by  numerous 
Orders  and  Regulations  covering  details  of  administration  and  laying  down 
standards,  in  the  same  way  as  factory  legislation.  The  duty  of  enforcing  the  Act 
is  divided  between  local  authorities  and  government  officers. 

By  31st  December,  1969,  3,196  premises  were  registered,  employing  a  total 
of  10,447  males  and  14,714  females.

Pig  Keeping.  The  number  of  pig  keepers’  premises  on  the  register,  subject 
to  control  under  byelaws,  was  78  provided  with  322  sties.  One  complaint  was 
received  ;  5  rat  infestations  and  one  cockroach  infestation  were  dealt  with.  1 14 
offensive  accumulations  were  removed  and  16  structural  improvements  carried 
out. 


Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds.  There  are  no  privately-owned  sites  within  the  City 
licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  Two 
small  sites  have  been  provided  by  the  Corporation  and  equipped  with  all  necessary 
sanitary  facilities,  etc.,  in  an  effort  to  deal  with  the  relatively  small  number  of 
caravans  which  would  otherwise  drift  from  one  vacant  site  to  another  in  parts 
of  the  City  undergoing  redevelopment.  The  two  sites  can  accommodate  32 
caravans. 
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Rent  Acts.  The  total  number  of  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
under  the  1957  Act  was  139  compared  with  97  in  1968.  The  Department  con¬ 
tinued  to  give  helpful  information  in  respect  of  Certificates  and  Undertakings 
required  under  the  Rent  Act  and  many  defects  were  remedied  without  recourse 
to  formal  action.

Hull  Fair 

During  the  period  of  the  Fair,  the  caravans  011  the  Fair  Ground  and  in  the 
vicinity  were  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors,  accompanied  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  A  census  of  the  occupants  was  taken  and  inquiries  made  as  to  their 
state  of  health.

In  spite  of  the  dustmen’s  strike,  there  were  no  serious  nuisances  from 
accumulations  of  rubbish  on  the  main  Fairground.  A  Beat-Waste  container  was 
placed  on  the  Fairground  for  the  deposit  of  rubbish  and  this  was  sprayed  every 
day  to  control  the  wasps  and  flies.  The  sanitary  accommodation  provided  for  the 
general  public  was  left  open  all  night  for  the  caravan  dwellers,  so  as  to  prevent 
nuisance  from  overflowing  chemical  closets  which  are  normally  used  by  the 
showmen.  There  was  no  overcrowding  of  the  accommodation  and  the  con¬ 
veniences  were  well  kept. 

Rubbish  left  in  Walton  Street  caused  no  serious  nuisance  ;  again  a  Beat- 
Waste  container  was  placed  at  the  side  entrance  to  West  Park  and  this  was 
sprayed  every  day. 

Due  to  the  good  weather,  there  were  no  problems  on  the  Lees  Walk  site,  but 
improvements  should  be  made  to  this  site  if  it  is  to  be  used  again,  since  there  can 
be  no  assurance  of  freedom  from  rain.  The  provision  of  a  drainage  gully  near  the 
water  supply  stand  pipe  is  also  recommended. 

No  case  of  overcrowding  in  lodging  houses  was  reported  and  there  were  no 
contraventions  of  the  Common  Lodging  House  Bye-laws. 

There  were  209  generators  on  the  Fairground  (some  of  which  were  not  in  use) 
and  12  on  additional  sites  in  Walton  Street.  20  verbal  cautions  were  given  in 
respect  of  low  exhausts,  18  of  which  were  complied  with.  One  verbal  caution 
was  given  to  the  occupier  of  a  caravan  in  respect  of  a  smoke  nuisance  from  a 
chimney  and  he  was  asked  to  use  smokeless  fuel  for  the  duration  of  the  Fair. 

Solid  smokeless  fuel  was  used  on  one  steam  yacht.  No  complaints  about 
smoke  were  received  by  the  Department.  A  total  of  88  stalls,  including  chestnut 
vendors,  were  using  the  following  fuels — coke  8  ;  calor  gas  61  ;  coalite  1  ; 
electricity  18.  A  total  of  411  visits  and  inspections  were  made  by  the  Smoke 
Inspectors. 

The  Sampling  Officer  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  took  29  samples  of 
foodstuffs  at  the  Fairground  and  submitted  them  for  analysis.  The  commodities 
included  ice-cream,  candy  apples,  brandy  snap,  sweets  and  other  confections. 
The  Public  Analyst  reported  all  the  samples  to  be  of  satisfactory  composition 
except  one  candy  floss  which  was  found  to  contain  Ponceau  SX  which  is  now  a 
non-permitted  colour.  The  stall  was  visited  and  all  stocks  were  surrendered  to 
this  Department. 
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Two  complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the  public.  One  was  of  a 
dark  substance  in  brandy  snap  ;  this  was  found  to  be  charred  cooking  mixture. 
The  other  was  that  popcorns  contained  a  number  of  insufficiently  cooked  corn  ; 
the  stallholder  was  visited  and  advised  on  methods  to  improve  his  cooking 
techniques.  Four  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  were  reported  upon  as  being  Grade  I. 

Day  and  evening  observations  were  carried  out  as  usual  and  a  good  standard 
of  hygiene  was  maintained  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  give  several  verbal 
cautions  regarding  the  placing  of  freshly  made  toffee  apples  in  exposed  positions 
and  for  smoking  while  handling  food. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 
The  Department  employs  1 1  rodent  operatives  for  dealing  with  rats  and  mice 
in  houses  and  business  premises.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  work  in  private 
houses  but  business  firms  are  required  to  bear  the  cost  of  labour  and  material 
used.  Most  of  the  dock  areas  are  treated  by  agreement  with  the  British  Transport 
Commission. 

The  work  of  exterminating  the  Warfarin  resistant  mice  which  now  infest  a 
large  part  of  the  City,  has  been  arranged  with  a  limited  number  of  staff.  Although 
the  number  of  complaints  has  been  reduced  this  is  because  the  public  appear  to 
know  that  this  department  will  be  systematically  treating  a  large  area  of  the 
City.  In  conjunction  with  the  Chief  Education  Officer,  arrangements  were  made 
to  treat  infested  schools  during  the  school  holiday  periods  and  this  method  appears 
to  be  working  very  satisfactorily.

Eradication  of  insect  Pests.  During  the  year  the  Department  was  called 
upon  to  take  steps  for  the  eradication  of  bugs  at  I  council  house  and  2  private 
houses.  Disinfestation  for  fleas  was  undertaken  at  3  council  houses,  7  private 
houses  and  at  the  University  on  two  occasions.  59  treatments,  including  5  at 
business  premises,  4  at  Corporation  premises  and  2  at  hospitals  were  undertaken 
on  account  of  beetles  and  cockroaches. 

Infestations  of  ants,  wasps,  bees  and  silver  fish  were  also  dealt  with. 

A  considerable  number  of  people  still  call  at  the  office  to  obtain  advice  in 
respect  of  the  eradication  of  insect  pests  and  purchase  a  suitable  insecticide  from 
this  department. 

Watercourses,  Streams,  etc. 

The  schemes  for  the  piping  of  the  Lambwath  Stream  and  the  provision  of  a 
footpath  on  a  section  of  the  site  of  the  Beverley  and  Skidby  Dram  were  again 
deferred  on  financial  grounds.  Decisions  were  taken  to  dispose  of  portions  of  the 
Cottingham  Drain.  Further  work  in  clearing  discarded  bedding  and  derelict 
motor  vehicles  from  the  drain  sites  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Public  Baths  and  Laundries.  The  reconstruction  of  the  Boiler  and  Plant 
House  at  the  Albert  Avenue  Baths  was  completed  during  the  year  ;  this  work 
also  included  improvements  to  the  toilet  facilities. 

New  adult  and  children’s  toilets  for  both  sexes  were  provided  for  the  small 
pool  hall  at  East  Hull  Baths,  the  provision  also  including  facilities  for  semi 
ambulant  persons. 

Minor  improvements  were  also  made  to  the  ladies’  toilets  at  Madeley  Street 
Baths. 

Not  only  did  the  overall  attendance  at  the  swimming  baths  show  an  in¬ 
crease,  which  was  to  be  anticipated  in  view  of  the  generally  excellent  summer 
season,  but  there  was  also  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  number  of  washes  carried 
out  at  the  public  laundries.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Electro 
Medical  and  Vapour  Baths  but  a  rather  sharp  decrease  in  the  number  of  slipper 
baths  taken,  the  latter  being  not  unexpected  in  view  of  the  continuous  effect  of 
the  slum  clearance  programme,  although  the  largest  fall  occurred  at  East  Hull 
which  is  not  yet  affected  substantially  by  such  clearances.

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The  filtration,  purification  and  heating  plants  continue  to  give  satisfactory 
results  at  all  establishments. 

The  supervision  of  the  swimming  pools  at  the  Sir  Leo  Schultz  High  School 
and  the  Sidney  Smith  High  School  continued. 


During  the  year  97  samples  were  taken  from  15  swimming  baths  and  were 
examined  for  the  presence  of  presumptive  coliform  organisms  in  100  ml.  of  water  ; 
95  were  free  from  such  organisms  and  2  contained  non-faecal  types.  Seventy- 
seven  samples,  from  12  foot  baths  in  the  swimming  baths,  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  presumptive  coliform  organisms  in  100  ml.  of  water  ;  54  were  free 
from  such  organisms,  13  contained  non-faecal  types  and  10  contained  faecal 
types.  These  last-mentioned  results  can  only  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory. 

Paddling  Pools.  Although  in  recent  years  improved  pools  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  at  East  Park,  West  Park,  Pickering  Park,  Oak  Road  Playing  Fields  and 
Alderman  Kneeshaw  Recreation  Centre,  the  standard  of  purity  of  the  water  in 
open  air  paddling  pools  still  gives  cause  for  concern.  Samples  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  summer  showed  the  following  results  : —

The  Council’s  programme  of  slum  clearance  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
in  1955,  and  at  that  time  it  was  proposed  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  would 
rep  :esent  approximately  15,000  houses  by  the  end  of  1970.  In  the  fourteen  years 
1958-1969  inclusive,  12,251  properties  in  145  areas  were  represented  to  the 
Housing  Committee  for  clearance  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  by  December 
31st,  1969,  8,938  of  these  properties  had  been  demolished  and  10,053  families 
rehoused.  In  the  same  period  888  individual  unfit  houses  were  represented  and 
dealt  with  by  closure  and  demolition. 

Individual  Unfit  Properties 

During  1969,  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  26  dwellings  represented  to  the 
Housing  Committee,  2  for  closure  and  24  for  demolition  and  Certificates  of  Un¬ 
fitness  were  issued  in  respect  of  14  Local  Authority  owned  houses. 


Slum  Clearance- -The  Old  gives  way  to  the  New 
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Overcrowding 

The  survey  of  an  area  of  approximately  500  houses  commenced  in  1968, 
was  completed  during  1969  and  a  further  area  selected  for  investigation,  and 
completed  before  the  end  of  the  year.

Improvement  Grants 

The  flow  of  applications  for  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants  submitted 
to  the  Housing  Committee  during  the  year  continued  at  the  same  rate  as  the 
previous  year  and  164  properties  were  surveyed  for  this  purpose. 

Applications  for  Corporation  Houses.  During  the  year  621  new  requests  for 
priority  rehousing  on  medical  grounds  were  investigated  and  reported  upon, 
whilst  a  further  226  review  reports  were  submitted.  A  priority  in  rehousing  was 
recommended  to  the  Housing  Manager  in  1 12  cases. 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  medical  staff  it  was  decided  in  March  that  two 
Health  Visitors  should  carry  out  the  home  investigations  and  submit  their  reports 
through  the  After-Care  Section  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  perusal 
and  final  recommendation. 

Information  was  received  from  the  Housing  Manager  that  during  the  year 
146  families  were  rehoused  as  a  result  of  medical  recommendations  made  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  67  of  these  being  in  respect  of  recommendations  made 
during  1969  and  the  remainder  from  recommendations  of  previous  years. 

New  Houses.  The  City  Architect  has  supplied  the  following  information  with

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS 


Food  and  drugs  are  sampled  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  with  the 
object  of  checking  whether  they  are  of  the  nature,  substance  and  quality  required. 
Food  is  also  sampled  and  examined  bacteriologically.  Premises  where  food  is 
prepared,  stored  or  sold  are  subject  to  frequent  inspections  so  as  to  maintain  a 
good  standard  of  hygiene  with  regard  to  structure,  equipment  and  method. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 — Sampling.  The  number  of  samples  examined 
was  2,291  of  which  91  or  3.97  per  cent  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  compared 
with  62  or  2.56  per  cent  in  1968  when  2,417  samples  were  taken.  Samples  of 
milk  taken  in  the  City  numbered  1,086  of  which  39  or  3.59  per  cent  were  not 
genuine  ;  the  percentage  for  1968  was  1.55.

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Milk  Supply.  Milk  has  always  received  special  attention  because  it  is  one 
of  our  most  valuable  foods  and  great  care  must  be  exercised  at  all  stages  of 
production  and  distribution.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  legislation  is  designed  to  safeguard  our  milk  supplies.  In  addition, 
more  than  98%  of  our  local  supplies  are  pasteurised  or  sterilised  and  this  serves 
as  a  further  safety  measure.  There  are  3  milk  pasteurisation  plants  operating  in 
the  City,  2  of  them  being  of  the  High  Temperature  Short-time  Plate  Heat 
Exchanger  type  and  1  (of  small  capacity)  operating  on  the  lower  Temperature 
“  Holder  ”  system.  There  are  also  2  firms  licensed  to  process  sterilised  milk. 
All  these  plants  have  been  well  maintained  during  the  year  and  samples  of  the 
processed  milk  have  given  good  results  when  subjected  to  the  legally  prescribed 
tests. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963,  provide  for  the  granting 
of  licences  to  persons  or  firms  authorising  them  to  use  a  special  designation  in 
relation  to  milk  sold  at  or  from  premises  mentioned  in  the  licence,  and  in  1955  an 
Order  was  made  declaring  the  City  to  be  a  “  Specified  Area  ”  in  which  only 
specially  designated  milk  may  be  sold.  Regular  visits  were  paid  by  the  In¬ 
spectors  to  persons  holding  licences  under  the  Regulations,  and  advice  was  given 
or  suggestions  made  with  respect  to  improvement  of  their  premises.  In  all  cases 
the  persons  concerned  readily  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Department.

Particulars  of  the  samples  of  designated  milk  which  had  failed  to  satisfy 
the  tests  were  communicated  to  the  firms  responsible  so  that  suitable  action 
could  be  taken. 
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Milk  and  Dairies  ( General )  Regulations,  1959.  Under  the  provisions  of  these 
Regulations  the  registration  of  dairy  farmers  and  of  dairy  farms  is.  the  res¬ 
ponsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  whilst  the  registra¬ 
tion  of  milk  distributors  and  other  dairy  premises,  and  the  administration  of 
provisions  relating  to  diseases  communicable  to  man,  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
local  authority. 

During  the  year,  375  inspections  were  made  at  dairy  premises  in  the  City 
and  appropriate  action  was  taken  where  necessary  to  maintain  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Regulations.  Examinations  were  made  of  1 ,395  milk  churns 
and  421  vehicles.

All  the  contraventions  were  remedied  after  verbal  or  written  cautions. 

Registration  of  Milk  Distributors  and  Dairy  Premises  not  being  Dairy  Farms. 
18  applications  for  registration  were  received  and  all  were  approved.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  903  milk  traders  on  the  register,  the  majority  being  persons 
carrying  on  business  of  a  general  nature  and  retailing  small  quantities  of  milk 
for  the  convenience  of  their  customers.  The  number  of  dairy  premises  on  the 
Corporation's  Register  at  the  end  of  1969  was  3. 

Examination  of  Milk  for  T  uberculosis.  Examinations  of  milk  for  tuberculosis 
are  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  41  samples  were 
submitted  for  examination  by  the  inoculation  of  guinea  pigs.  Negative  reports 
were  received  in  all  cases. 

Brucella  Abortus.  Examinations  of  milk  for  Brucella  Abortus  are  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  During  the  year  40  samples  of 
milk  were  submitted  for  examination  and  all  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Antibiotics.  89  samples  of  untreated  producer/retailer  milks  were  submitted 
for  examination  for  antibiotics.  One  positive  result  was  reported. 

The  Condensed  Milk  Regulations ,  1959.  14  samples  of  condensed  milk  were 

submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year.  All  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations, 
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Registration  of  Ice-Cream  Premises.  The  number  of  applications  received 
for  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  or  storage  of  ice-cream  under  Section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  was  27  compared  with  16  in  1968.  20  of  the 

applications  were  granted  unconditionally  and  5  were  approved  subject  to  the 
applicants  concerned  furnishing  written  undertakings  to  observe  certain  con¬ 
ditions  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Two  applications 
were  refused  owing  to  the  nature  of  other  businesses  carried  on  at  the  shops, 
viz.:  sale  of  root  crops,  etc. 

At  the  31st  December,  there  were  669  premises  on  the  register,  10  for 
manufacture  and/or  sale,  6  for  storage  and  653  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 

The  Methylene  Blue  Test  is  still  the  official  test  used  to  determine  the 
cleanliness  and  bacteriological  condition  of  samples  of  ice-cream.  Grading  is 
based  upon  the  time  taken  to  decolourise  the  Methylene  Blue  and  samples  are 
classified  in  Provisional  Grades  I,  II,  III  and  IV  in  order  of  merit,  Grades  III 
and  IV  being  regarded  as  unsatisfactory.  106  samples  of  ice-cream  taken  during 
the  year  and  submitted  for  examination  were  placed  in  the  following  grades  :~

Standard  for  Ice-Cream.  The  Food  Standards  (Ice-Cream)  Regulations, 
1959,  require  that  ice-cream  shall  contain  not  less  than  5  per  cent  fat  and  1\  per 
cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  All  the  samples  of  ice-cream  which  were 
submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year  conformed  with  the  required  standard. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Meat  and  Milk  Products.  211  samples  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Three  samples  of  pork  sausages  were 
found  to  be  positive  salmonella  typhimurium.  The  Food  Inspector  visited  the 
shops  concerned  and  gave  advice  to  the  shopkeepers.  All  the  other  samples  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Labelling  of  Margarine.  16  samples  of  margarine  were  obtained  from  shops, 
out  there  were  no  contraventions  of  the  labelling  provisions. 

Registration  of  Hawkers  of  Food  and  their  Premises.  Section  61  of  the 
Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1952,  gives  power  for  registration  by  the 
Local  Authority  of  all  food  hawkers  and  any  premises  used  by  hawkers  for  the 
storage  of  food.  During  the  year  59  food  hawkers  were  registered,  including  10 
vendors  of  ice-cream  and  49  persons  retailing  other  foods, 
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Food  Hygiene.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  true  amount  of  work  carried  out 
by  the  public  health  inspectors  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
1960.  Food  hygiene  is  an  integral  part  of  the  duties  of  every  inspector,  whether 
he  is  a  district  inspector  dealing  with  mobile  ice-cream  vendors  or  small  shops  in 
the  course  of  his  daily  round,  or  the  specialist  inspector  dealing  with  food  and 
drugs,  factories,  offices,  shops,  lodging  houses,  offensive  trades,  etc.  However, 
altogether  they  made  1,647  visits  to  food  premises  during  the  year  and  noted  313 
contraventions  in  connection  with  food  hygiene.  Written  or  verbal  cautions 
numbering  246  were  given  and  were  complied  with,  resulting  in  numerous 
improvements  in  the  provisions  of  washing  facilities,  general  cleanliness  of 
premises,  facilities  for  cleansing  equipment,  etc. 


Food  hygiene  work  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Food  Inspector  and  his  staff  is 
additional  to  the  above  and  is  dealt  with  in  the  next  section  of  this  report. 


In  conjunction  with  the  College  of  Technology,  a  course  was  arranged  in  the 
hygiene  of  food  retailing  and  catering.  This  course  is  particularly  for  workers  in 
canteens,  food  factories  and  food  shops.  At  the  end  of  the  year  28  students  sat 
for  the  examination,  conducted  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Health,  and  all  were 
successful. 


Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Acts.  The  number  of  inspections  made  was 
218,  namely,  54  at  retailers’  premises,  135  at  manufacturers’  premises  and  29  at 
merchants’  premises.  Several  contraventions  had  taken  place  and  the  persons 
concerned  were  notified  of  the  offences  and  cautioned  by  the  Inspectors. 


108  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  and  12  samples  of  fertilisers  were  obtained  and 
submitted  for  analysis  by  the  Agricultural  Analyst.  17  samples  of  feeding  stuffs 
and  5  of  fertilisers  were  unsatisfactory  because  the  limits  of  variation  laid  down 
in  the  Regulations  were  exceeded  in  one  or  more  of  their  ingredients.  The  firms 
concerned  were  notified  of  their  failure  to  comply  with  the  Act  and/or  Regulations. 


Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  During  the  year  7  applications  were  re¬ 
ceived  from  persons  and  firms  in  respect  of  10  premises,  to  have  their  names 
entered  in  the  Corporation’s  list  kept  under  the  Act,  and  60  persons  and  firms 
applied  for  the  retention  of  their  names  in  the  list,  in  respect  of  166  premises. 
All  the  applications  were  granted. 


Authorised  officers  made  266  inspections  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  and  in 
6  cases  unlisted  persons  were  found  to  be  selling  phenolic  poisons,  in  contravention 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  After  being  cautioned  verbally  the  vendors  either 
discontinued  the  sale  of  such  poisons  or  made  application  for  the  inclusion  of  their 
names  in  the  Local  Authority’s  List.  It  was  also  necessary  to  caution  several 
persons  whose  names  were  included  in  the  list  for  minor  contraventions  of  the 
Act, 


WORK  OF  THE  FOOD  DEPARTMENT 


The  work  of  the  Food  Department  includes  the  inspection  of  the  fish  and 
fruit  markets,  the  examination  of  carcases  and  offals  of  all  animals  slaughtered 
at  the  abattoir  and  visits  to  premises  where  meat,  fish,  fruit  and  vegetables  are 
sold.  These  duties  are  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Food  Inspector  and  a  staff  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  augmented  by  two  authorised  meat  inspectors  and  one 
technical  assistant  on  the  fish  dock. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  the  responsibility  of  inspection  of  foodstuffs  landed 
m  Hull  also  falls  upon  the  Department.  This  is  done  on  behalf  of  the  Hull  and 
Goole  Port  Health  Authority. 

The  two  authorised  meat  inspectors  work  full-time  in  the  abattoir  and  to 
ensure  that  an  adequate  staff  is  always  available  the  other  inspectors  work  on  a 
rota  basis. 


Exports  of  pork  to  Belgium  continued  during  the  year,  involving  the  staff 
in  working  early  mornings  and  late  nights.

Meat  depots  continue  to  receive  fresh  meat  from  Gallowshields  and  Wakefield 
and  visits  are  made  to  these  premises  to  ensure  that  the  meat  has  been  inspected. 

In  addition,  containers  of  carcase  meat  come  to  Hull  from  Liverpool  and 
under  the  new  Imported  Food  Regulations  this  meat  is  examined  by  the  in¬ 
spectors  in  their  dual  capacity  as  town  and  port  food  inspectors. 

The  three  tables  on  pages  76,  77  &  78  give  the  number  of  carcases  found  to  be 
unsound  because  of  tuberculosis  and  details  of  those  found  unsound  from  other 
causes. 

Condemned  meat  is  disposed  of  by  the  Hull  Abattoir  Co.  Ltd. 
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There  are  37  persons  licensed  by  this  Authority  to  slaughter  animals  under 
the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958,  including  2  Jews  whose  licences  are  subject 
to  them  obtaining  the  necessary  licences  from  the  Rabbinical  Commission  to 
slaughter  by  the  Jewish  method  for  the  food  of  Jews.  Also  included  are  5 
Mohammedans  who  are  licensed  to  slaughter  for  Mohammedans.  Temporary 
licences  arc  also  issued  by  the  Authority  to  Mohammedans  for  the  provision  of 
meat  to  ships’  crews,  such  licences  being  tenable  for  24  hours  to  cover  the  period 
required. 

There  were  no  cases  of  either  Anthrax  or  Swine  Fever  in  the  City  during  the 
year. 

All  fish  landed  from  the  trawlers  at  St.  Andrew's  Dock  is  inspected  by  the 
Food  Inspectors  each  morning  before  the  sales  commence.  During  the  year 
1,386  landings  were  made,  the  estimated  weight  of  fish  being  208,385  tons,  of 
which  564  tons  5  cwts.  3  qtrs.  were  condemned  by  the  Inspectors.

Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  Cod  Farm  where  fish  is  salted  for  export. 
Visits  are  also  made  regularly  to  the  fish  processing  premises  where  large  quan¬ 
tities  are  frozen.  During  the  year  certificates  were  issued  for  the  following  :  —

Condemned  fish  is  sold  to  a  fish  manure  manufacturing  company  whose 
premises  are  adjacent  to  the  fish  dock.  During  the  year  approximately  2,715 
tons  of  fish  were  sold  for  processing  into  cat  and  dog  food,  some  of  which  under 
other  circumstances  would  have  been  declared  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


If  large  quantities  of  fruit  and  vegetables  are  condemned  they  arc  taken  to 
the  tip  and  covered  over,  smaller  quantities  being  destroyed  at  the  Public 
Cleansing  Department’s  destructor. 

Tinned  goods  are  also  destroyed  at  the  destructor.  During  the  year  over 
13,249  agreements  for  the  destruction  of  unsound  foodstuffs  were  entered  into 
by  the  owners  and  the  Department.

There  are  19  persons  registered  under  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951,  in  respect 
of  19  pet  shops,  all  the  premises  being  visited  regularly  by  the  Inspectors.  Visits 
are  also  made  to  premises  when  animals  are  being  shown. 

Under  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1964,  7  persons  were 
registered  in  respect  of  7  establishments. 

The  Inspectors  visited  premises  covered  by  the  Food  tlygiene  Regulations, 
1960,  and  the  standard  of  hygiene,  in  general,  was  good.  These  premises  have 
not  been  visited  as  regularly  as  they  should  be  as  a  result  of  shortage  of  staff. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  203  premises  were  registered  under  Section  16  of  the

During  the  year  250  visits  were  made  to  sehool  kitehens  in  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  food  inspections  and  hygiene.  The  very  high  standard  of  these 
kitchens  has  once  again  been  maintained. 

Inspectors  gave  lectures  to  Student  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  student 
nurses  and  to  the  Catering  Course  at  the  College  of  Technology.  A  number  of 
talks  were  also  given  to  various  women’s  organisations  in  the  City.

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SECTION  22— CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 


The  number  of  home  confinements  during  1969  and  the  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  again  showed  a  decrease  from  the  figures  for  the 
previous  year. 

Premature  births  rose  from  367  in  1968  to  402  in  1969. 

Attendances  at  the  child  health  clinics  also  showed  a  further  decrease  in 
numbers. 

In  June,  1969,  the  cytology  session  held  at  the  Sykes  Street  Clinic  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  was  terminated  because  of  the  small  number  of  women 
attending  the  clinic. 

Scriver  Test.  During  1969,  5,277  first  Scriver  tests  and  4,546  second  Scriver 
tests  were  undertaken  by  midwives,  either  at  home  or  in  hospital,  or  by  health 
visitors.  Second  tests  were  not  completed  for  some  children  for  several  reasons, 
including  removals  without  trace,  illness  or  refusal  by  parents  to  participate 
further  in  the  scheme. 

Family  Planning.  Although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
attendances  at  these  clinics,  there  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  women 
attending  for  advice  and  contraceptives,  which  are  available  free  of  charge,  and/or

The  figures  for  1968  were  2,594  new  cases,  12,456  attendances  and  1,641 
cervical  smears  taken. 

Cytology  Clinic.  150  cervical  smears  were  taken  at  the  cytology  session  held 
at  Sykes  Street  Clinic  until  the  termination  of  the  session  in  June.  The  practice 
of  offering  cervical  cytology  examinations  in  ante-natal  clinics  produced  a  res¬ 
ponse  of  10  tests  at  these  clinics. 

From  a  total  of  1,159  smears,  4  cases  were  positive  and  were  referred  to 
specialists  through  their  family  doctors.  The  expected  incidence  is  five  positive 
smears  in  every  thousand  women  examined. 
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Congenital  Malformations.  During  the  year,  89  children  were  notified  as 
being  congenitally  malformed  at  birth.  The  notifications  accounted  for  1 1 1 
congenital  malformations.  Surveillance  by  the  Health  Visitors  continued  to  be  a 
means  of  encouraging  parents  to  keep  hospital  appointments,  follow  specialist 
advice  and  to  carry  out  prescribed  treatment.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers.  In  July  a  newly  qualified  Social  Worker  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Department  after  a  two  year  course  in  Leeds  and  the  temporary 
Welfare  Assistant  left  the  Department — leaving  two  Social  Workers  and  one 
Welfare  Assistant, 
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The  case-load  rose  from  a  total  of  434  cases  referred  in  1968  to  a  total  of  553 
cases  referred  in  1969. 

From  this  total  of  553,  49  of  the  referred  cases  did  not  require  the  help  of 
the  Social  Work  Department  and  a  further  95  intended  marrying  before  their 
confinement  and  did  not  require  any  advice,  leaving  a  total  of  409  cases  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  Last  year  the  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with  was  358. 

Of  the  cases  dealt  with — 

40  were  second  illegitimate  pregnancies 
14  were  third  illegitimate  pregnancies 
2  were  fourth  illegitimate  pregnancies 
2  were  sixth  illegitimate  pregnancies 
1  was  eighth  illegitimate  pregnancy 
1  was  ninth  illegitimate  pregnancy 

From  this  total  of  60  previous  pregnancies,  52  had  previously  been  in  contact 
with  the  Social  Workers  of  this  Department. 

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  legal  termination  of  pregnancies  and  in  1 1 
cases  the  pregnancy  was  terminated. 

The  Department  has  been  dealing  with  a  number  of  married  women  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  social  problems  during  their  pregnancy  ;  four  extra-marital  pregnancies, 
three  legitimate  pregnancies,  three  separated  mothers,  four  divorced  mothers 
and  nine  common-law  marriages. 

During  the  year  20  clients  referred  were  under  the  age  of  consent,  i.e.  16 
when  conception  occurred,  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year’s  total  of  24. 

The  Department  has  been  in  close  liaison  with  voluntary  societies  and  with 
other  departments  in  the  course  of  the  year.  There  were  46  children  placed  for 
adoption — 38  with  Hull  Children’s  Department  ;  six  with  the  York  Adoption 
Society  and  two  private  adoptions.  Four  children  were  admitted  into  care  ; 
three  with  the  Children’s  Department  and  one  with  the  Church  of  England 
Children’s  Society. 

The  Social  Workers  were  also  involved  in  the  payment  of  grants  from 
charitable  organisations  to  mothers  in  financial  hardship  and  with  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  children  in  the  care  of  voluntary  societies. 

Day  Nursery.  Admissions  during  1969  decreased  by  four  and  there  was  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  average  daily  attendance  compared  with  1968. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  there  was  a  small  number  of  vacant  places 
in  the  0-1  age  group. 

The  daily  attendances  were  affected  by  two  outbreaks  of  mumps  during 
the  year.  There  were  no  new  admittances  during  these  times,  whilst,  ot  course, 
several  children  were  absent  because  of  the  infection.

The  average  daily  attendance  was  37.16 

The  10  nursery  students  who  sat  for  the  Nursery  Nurses  Examination 
Board’s  Certificate  in  1969  were  all  successful. 

The  practice  has  continued  of  offering  chest  x-rays  at  three-yearly  intervals 
to  all  staff  with  regular  contact  with  children  and  for  staff  working  in  registered 
nurseries,  playgroups  and  for  registered  child-minders. 

Nurseries  and  Child-Minders.  During  the  year  6  new  nurseries  were  reg¬ 
istered  under  the  Nurseries  and  Child-Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948,  and  2 
nurseries  previously  registered  were  closed.  Ten  new  child-minders  were 
registered.  These  changes  provided  a  net  increase  of  138  places,  1 14  extra  places 
in  nurseries  and  24  among  child-minders. 

At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  21  nurseries  registered  with  612  places  and  22 
child-minders  with  168  places,  a  total  of  780  places.  Visits  were  made  to  registered 
persons  and  premises  for  inspection.  All  premises  visited  were  satisfactory  and 
supervision  generally  good. 

Welfare  Foods  and  Nutritives.  The  figures  for  welfare  foods  and  nutritives 
are  given  below  and  there  was  again  a  decrease  in  the  sale  of  “  National  ”  Dried 
Milk. 

There  were,  however,  increases  in  the  amount  of  S.M.A.  sold  in  powder 
form,  Orange  Juice  and  Vitavel.  Abidec,  Virol  and  Rose  Hip  Syrup  ceased  to  be 
sold  at  the  Child  Health  Clinics  during  1969.

Regrettably,  this  lias  been  another  year  of  decline  in  the  amount  of  treat¬ 
ment  provided.  This  has  been  due  to  further  reductions  in  the  number  of  dental 
staff  employed. 


The  notable  absentee  in  this  field  is  the  Dental  Auxiliary  who  was  admirably 
suited  to  carrying  out  treatment  for  the  pre-school  child.  Emergencies  and  re¬ 
quests  for  treatment,  as  heretofore,  have  been  attended  to.

SECTION  23— MIDWIFERY 

During  the  year  104  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  City 
of  whom  33  were  employed  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  7 1  by  the  Hull  ‘A’ 
Group  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Five  midwives  employed  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  left  the  service — one 
transferred  to  the  Townend  Maternity  Home  ;  two  left  because  of  family  commit¬ 
ments  ;  one  transferred  to  the  East  Riding  County  Council,  and  one  retired  at  the 
age  of  60  years. 


One  part-time  midwife  commenced  working  for  the  Local  Health  Authority 
on  1st  July,  1969. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  confinements  attended  was  889,  of  which  619 
were  conducted  without  a  doctor  present.  In  addition,  a  total  of  3,897  patients 
discharged  from  hospitals  were  nursed  by  the  domiciliary  midwives,  as  follows  :  —

Relief  of  pain  in  childbirth  was  afforded  by  Pethidine  in  491  cases  and  by 
Trilene  in  633  cases. 

451  patients  applied  for  admission  to  the  Maternity  Hospital  on  account  of 
social  conditions  ;  these  were  referred  to  the  Health  Department  for  home  in¬ 
vestigation  by  the  midwives. 

The  Consultant  Haematologist  continued  to  receive  specimens  of  cord  blood 
for  haemoglobin  research.  Midwives  also  continued  to  obtain  specimens  of  blood 
from  babies  for  the  first  Scriver  test  in  order  to  exclude  phenylketonuria. 

Disease  of  the  New  Born  ( Kleihauer  Test).  This  new  procedure  commenced 
in  September,  1969,  in  order  to  find  women  who  would  benefit  from  immunisation 
against  Rhesus  incompatibility.  Specimens  of  blood  were  taken  by  the  midwife 
or  by  the  general  practitioner  from  a  small  number  of  women,  and  Anti-D 
Immunoglobulin  was  given  to  prevent  this  condition. 

Six  of  the  Department’s  midwives  attended  refresher  courses  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  and  four  attended  courses  on 
Mothercraft  and  Relaxation. 

Refresher  Courses.  The  Department  held  three  refresher  courses  for  mid¬ 
wives  at  the  Ferens  Hall,  University  of  Hull.  These  were  attended  by  a  grand 
total  of  289  midwives  from  all  over  the  country. 

Part  II  Training  School.  Miss  G.  Bolton,  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of 
Midwives  continued  her  responsibility  for  the  tutorial  work  until  her  retirement 
on  31st  December  this  year.  19  pupil  midwives  sat  the  examination  for  the 
Central  Midwives.  Board  Part  II  Certificate  during  1969,  and  all  were  successful. 

General  practitioner  antenatal  clinics  have  continued  throughout  the  year. 
The  result  has  been  generally  satisfactory,  providing  a  greater  degree  of  liaison. 

SECTION  24— HEALTH  VISITING 

The  duties  of  the  health  visitor  are  becoming  more  varied  and  the  pattern  of 
responsibility  is  changing. 
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During  the  year  the  health  visiting  staff  were  redeployed,  a  number  of  staff 
being  transferred  from  the  Branch  Offices  in  Witham  and  accommodated  at  the 
East  Hull,  Coltman  Street,  Greatfield  and  Boothferry  Clinics.  This  move  has 
proved  satisfactory. 

In  November,  with  a  view  to  improving  liaison  with  the  general  practitioners 
m  the  City,  arrangements  were  made  for  health  visitors  to  attend  for  two  hours 
on  three  mornings  each  week  at  each  of  the  Department’s  purpose-built  clinics. 
The  health  visitors  were  readily  available,  therefore,  for  consultation  with  the 
general  practitioners  in  each  area  and  to  see  patients  sent  to  the  clinics  by  their 
family  doctors.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  indications  were  that  this  project 
would  not  be  a  success. 

During  the  year  the  health  visitors  were  authorised  to  carry  out  immunisa¬ 
tion  procedures  at  the  Child  Health  Clinics  in  the  absence  of  a  Medical  Officer. 
Senior  staff  undertook  the  inspection  of  registered  nurseries  and  child-minders, 
whilst  two  health  visitors  investigated  all  requests  for  rehousing  on  medical 
grounds. 

Courses  of  lectures  were  given  to  the  staff  by  the  Consultant  Geriatric 
Physician  at  Kingston  General  Hospital  and  his  staff.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will 
lead  to  further  co-operation  between  the  hospital  geriatric  service  and  the  Health 
Department  in  the  care  of  the  elderly. 

Members  of  the  staff  again  attended  the  Careers  in  Nursing  exhibition  at  the 
Hull  Royal  Infirmary  to  give  information  on  community  nursing  and  lectures 
have  again  been  given  throughout  the  year  at  two  of  the  comprehensive  schools 
in  the  City. 

One  health  visitor  gained  her  Health  Visitor  Tutor’s  Certificate  and  was 
appointed  Health  Visitor  Tutor  under  the  Principal  Health  Visitor  Tutor. 

Staffing  difficulties  continue  ;  the  Deputy  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer 
retired  in  March,  1969,  and  this  post  remains  vacant  in  addition  to  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  earlier  retirement  of  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer. 

During  the  year  two  health  visitors  retired  and  seven  left  the  Department  ; 
two  went  abroad,  one  left  for  family  reasons  and  four  transferred  to  other 
authorities.  However,  one  health  visitor  and  one  clinic  nurse  were  recruited. 

Two  health  visitors  were  sent  on  Parentcraft  Courses,  one  on  an  audiology 
course  and  seven  on  Field-Workers  Courses.

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Health  Visitor  ['raining  Course.  Fifteen  students  commenced  training  at 
the  beginning  of  October,  1968,  three  of  them  being  sponsored  by  this  Local 
Health  Authority. 

All  students  were  given  experience  in  general  Health  Visiting  duties,  as  well 
as  School  Health,  Mental  Health  and  the  work  of  the  Chest  Clinic.  Several 
students  did  their  practical  work  in  Lindsey,  one  in  Grimsby  and  one  in  York. 

Each  student  had  the  care  of  six  families,  and  presented  case  notes  on  four 
of  these  at  the  Oral  Examination.  In  addition,  students  undertook  a  project 
for  examination  purposes.  This  encourages  the  student  to  study  and  plan  work 
independently,  giving  much  insight  into  practical  health  visiting,  and  also  assist 
the  examiners  when  assessing  the  student’s  work. 

There  was  a  full  lecture  programme  at  the  University,  and  although  these 
activities  demand  a  great  deal  of  each  student,  fourteen  were  successful  in  the 
F"inal  Examinations  in  June  ;  one  student  withdrew  at  this  time  because  of 
illness.  The  final  examination  was  followed  by  three  months’  supervised  practical 
work.  Thirteen  students  completed  this  satisfactorily,  and  were  awarded  the 
Certificate  of  the  Council  for  the  Training  of  Health  Visitors.  The  remaining 
student  was  awarded  the  Certificate  following  a  further  three  months’  practical 
work. 

Sixteen  students  were  accepted  for  the  course  which  commenced  in  October, 
1969. 


SECTION  25— HOME  NURSING 

Once  again  there  has  been  close  liaison  between  the  Home  Nursing  Service 
and  the  hospitals  in  the  care  of  patients  requiring  nursing  on  discharge  to  their 
homes. 

During  the  year  Mrs.  M.  Walsh  was  promoted  from  the  post  of  Deputy 
Superintendent  to  Superintendent,  Mrs.  A.  Brown  was  promoted  to  the  post 
of  Deputy  Superintendent  and  Miss  A.  M.  Routledge  to  the  post  of  Assistant 
Superintendent. 

Ten  nursing  staff  and  one  nursing  orderly  joined  the  service  and  6  nursing 
staff  left  the  service,  3  for  domestic  reasons,  one  to  train  as  a  Health  Visitor,  one 
left  the  City  and  one  retired. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  one  Superintendent,  one  Deputy 
Superintendent,  one  Assistant  Superintendent,  34  State  Registered  Nurses,  12 
State  Enrolled  Nurses  and  6  nursing  orderlies.  Of  this  number,  9  State  Registered 
Nurses  and  one  State  Enrolled  Nurse  were  employed  in  a  part-time  capacity. 
18  full-time  and  6  part-time  nurses  were  district  trained. 
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The  Deputy  Superintendent  attended  a  course  during  October  on  Manage¬ 
ment  Techniques,  and  four  of  the  nursing  staff  attended  refresher  courses. 


A  course  leading  to  the  National  Examination  for  District  Nurse  Training 
commenced  in  September.  Six  nurses  from  this  Authority  and  four  from  the 
East  Riding  County  Council  attended  the  course,  with  a  view  to  sitting  the 
examination  to  be  held  in  January,  1970. 


Facilities  for  Incontinent  People.  There  was  an  increase  of  29  in  the 
number  of  cases  receiving  this  service  compared  with  the  previous  year’s  figure.

The  attachment  of  a  district  nurse  to  the  practice  of  Drs.  Innes,  Somerville, 
Colbridge  and  Somerville  ceased  during  the  year. 

On  the  1st  October  two  urology  nurses  (one  male  and  one  female)  commenced 
working  in  liaison  with  the  Hospital  Consultants. 

Clinics.  In  November  the  Home  Nursing  Service  was  extended  to  make 
district  nurses  available  at  each  of  the  seven  purpose-built  clinics  for  two  hours 
each  morning.  The  general  practitioners  were  invited  to  refer  patients  to  the 
clinics  for  dressings  to  be  changed  and  for  injections.  Subsequently  it  was  found 
that  the  number  of  patients  being  referred  did  not  warrant  the  nurses  being  in 
attendance  for  two  hours  each  morning  and  this  was  reduced  to  one  hour  each 
morning. 

Sitters-up  Service.  Recruitment  to  the  service  lias  again  fallen  by  a  further 
17,  which  has  resulted  in  some  difficulty  in  allocating  sitters-up  to  patients. 
The  staff  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  39  full-time  and  30  part-time  com¬ 
pared  with  48  and  38  respectively  at  the  end  of  1968.

SECTION  26—' VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Although  a  decade  has  passed  since  a  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  within  the 
City,  there  were  15  cases  including  one  death  in  England  and  Wales  during  1968. 
The  disease  is  difficult  to  detect  and  to  treat,  but  the  real  danger  lies  in  parents 
becoming  apathetic  towards  immunisation.  Cases  of  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
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poliomyelitis,  smallpox  and  measles  are  still  seen  in  the  country  and  all  these 
diseases  may  result  in  death.  It  is  vitally  important  for  all  parents  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  at  the  De¬ 
partment’s  child  health  clinics  and  by  general  practitioners  if  we  are  to  avoid  an 
increase  in  these  diseases. 

The  numbers  of  primary  courses  completed  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  were  greater  than  the  corresponding  figures  for 
1968.  However,  there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  A  revised  schedule  of 
immunisation  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  was 
introduced  in  1968,  recommending  a  six  months  interval  between  the  second  and 
third  doses  of  diphtheria/ whooping  cough/tetanus  vaccine  and  poliomyelitis 
vaccine.  This  resulted  in  courses  taking  longer  to  complete  and  many  children 
who  commenced  courses  in  1968  did  not  complete  them  until  1969. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  receiving  reinforcing  doses 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  The  revised  schedule  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  reinforcing  dose  of  triple  vaccine  previously  given  at  eighteen 
months  of  age  should  be  discontinued  together  with  the  reinforcing  dose  of  diph¬ 
theria/tetanus  vaccine  given  at  ten  years  of  age.  Children  are  now  given 
reinforcing  doses  against  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  before  leaving  school. 

During  the  year  the  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  were  authorised  to  carry 
out  immunisations. 

Measles  Vaccination.  In  March,  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  informed  all  local  authorities  that  one  of  the  two  brands  of  measles 
vaccine  was  to  be  withdrawn,  following  reports  of  a  number  of  reactions  to  the 
vaccine.  A  small  supply  had  been  in  use  in  the  City,  although  no  similar  adverse 
reports  had  been  received.  The  general  practioners  were  circulated  immediately 
and  asked  to  return  all  their  containers  of  this  vaccine  to  the  Department.

The  withdrawal  of  the  vaccine  resulted  in  a  shortage  in  supply.  Attempts 
were  made  to  find  a  substitute  and  the  Medical  Research  Council  asked  the 
Department  to  co-operate  in  another  trial  to  compare  reactions  following  ad¬ 
ministration  of  a  recently  developed  American  vaccine  with  reactions  following 
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injection  of  the  British  vaccine  remaining  in  current  use.  100  children  received 
the  American  vaccine  and  98  children  received  the  British  vaccine.  The  health 
visitors  completed  a  report  for  each  child  after  vaccination. 

During  the  year,  1,698  children  received  live  measles  vaccine  either  at  the 
child  health  clinics  or  from  their  family  doctors. 

Ten  cases  of  measles  have  been  reported  in  vaccinated  children,  four  of  these 
being  school  children.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  disease  was  found  to  be  mild 
or  modified. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  During  1969,  4,152  children  completed  a  primary 
course  of  immunisation  and  5,961  received  reinforcing  injections. 

Where  possible  the  diphtheria  antigen  is  combined  with  either  an  initial 
course  or  reinforcing  dose  of  tetanus  toxoid.

V accination  against  Influenza.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  some 
publicity  concerning  the  prevalence  of  Asian  Influenza.  Following  requests 
from  a  number  of  departments  a  supply  of  Asian  Influenza  vaccine  was  obtained 
and  2,572  corporation  employees  in  16  departments  were  vaccinated,  the  cost 
being  born  proportionately  by  each  department  concerned.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  further  reports  of  Asian  Influenza  were  received  and  the  vaccine  was  offered 
to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.  127  persons  were  vaccinated. 


SECTION  27— AMBULANCE  SERVICES 

The  bells  heralding  the  New  Year  had  hardly  faded  away  before  the  whole 
country  experienced  severe  snow  storms,  the  like  of  which  had  not  been  seen  for 
more  than  twenty  years.  Hull,  isolated  in  so  many  ways  had  so  often  escaped  the 
full  severity  of  snow  and  ice,  but  this  time  the  City  received  full  measure.  All 
but  main  roads  were  particularly  hazardous,  and  icing  conditions  in  the  side  roads 
and  streets  were  such  that  even  the  camber  of  the  road  proved  sufficient  to  cause 
vehicles  to  slide  into  the  gutter  and  even  deeper  snow.  Chains  were  quickly 
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fitted  to  a  number  of  ambulances  and  all  emergency  and  urgent  cases  were  thus 
assured  of  a  safe  and  uninterrupted  journey  to  hospital.  Under  such  adverse 
conditions  speed  is  necessarily  reduced  in  all  cases,  consequently  a  considerable 
number  of  patients  arrived  late  for  appointments. 

As  Hospital  Out-Patient  Departments  rarely  commence  their  functions 
before  8-30 — 9  a.m.  the  Heads,  of  such  Departments  are  not  available  for  dis¬ 
cussion  before  that  time,  consequently  patients  who  may  well  fare  better  by 
missing  treatment  on  that  particular  day  due  to  the  adverse  weather,  are  often 
collected  shortly  after  8  a.m.  and  carried  from  their  homes  to  the  ambulance  in 
most  treacherous  conditions.  Discussions  are  now  taking  place  to  see  if  a  ‘  pre¬ 
cancellation  plan  ’  can  be  arranged  whereby  appointments  of  certain  categories 
of  patients  can,  without  detriment,  be  automatically  cancelled  in  the  event  of 
extremely  adverse  weather  and  road  conditions. 

It  was  still  very  cold  when  meetings  were  held  and  arrangements  made  to  hold 
an  Accident  After  Care  Demonstration  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  on  Saturday, 
15th  February,  1969.  A  road  accident  after  care  scheme  had  been  developed  by 
Dr.  G.  Easton  and  other  medical  colleagues  in  North  Yorkshire.  It  was  felt  that 
particularly  in  County  Council  areas  a  general  practitioner  may  well  reach  an 
accident  before  the  arrival  of  any  of  the  emergency  services,  and  would  initiate 
action.  He  would  also  serve  as  a  guide  and  focus  for  the  paramedical  workers. 
He  would  learn  much  first  hand  of  the  problems  to  be  faced  and  would  thus  be 
better  able  to  train  rescue  personnel.  He  would  be  concerned  with  general 
resuscitation  methods  including  artificial  respiration,  external  cardiac  massage 
and  maintenance  of  a  clear  airway;  his  treatment  may  involve  injections,  in¬ 
tubation  and  infusion  of  intravenous  fluids.  He  mav  also  feel  it  necessary  to 
accompany  the  patient  to  hospital.  Such  then  is  the  role  of  the  general  prac¬ 
titioner. 

The  Exercise/Demonstration  was  organised  and  took  place. 

Wrecked  cars  were  acquired,  casualties  were  simulated  : — 

(a)  Severe  chest  injury — trapped  by  steering  wheel  in  driver’s  seat- 
stretcher  case. 

(b)  Unconscious  head  injury  with  facial  wounds,  in  ditch — stretcher  case. 

(c)  Spinal  injury — trapped  passenger  front  seat — stretcher  case. 

(d)  Compound  fracture  femur  with  severe  haemorrhage — trapped  in  back 
seat — stretcher  case. 

(e)  Compound  fracture  forearm — sitting  case. 

(/)  Hysterical  case— sitting  case. 

The  exercise  was  duly  completed,  after  which  an  open  discussion  was  held. 
The  discussion  was  both  interesting  and  informative  and  was  well  attended  by 
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Orthopaedic  Consultants,  General  Practitioners,  Hospital  Medical  staffs,  Police, 
Fire  and  Ambulance. 

The  Chief  Ambulance  Officer  attended  ail  the  meetings  and  made  the 
appropriate  arrangements  as  they  affected  the  City’s  Ambulance  Service.  His 
report  on  the  matter  showed  that  a  County  Borough  such  as.  Hull  does  not 
experience  anything  like  the  number  of  fatal,  severe  and  trapped  casualties  as 
does  a  County  Council  area  surrounding  a  County  Borough. 

One  all  too  often  reads  of  multiple  deaths,  severe  injuries  and  trapped 
casualties  arising  out  of  road  accidents  on  the  A. 63  (Hull  to  Howden)  only  a  short 
distance  outside  the  Hull  boundary.  The  Chief  Fire  Officer  of  Hull,  Mr.  F. 
Longbone,  surprised  the  meeting  by  stating  that  in  the  twelve  months  preceding 
the  Exercise  the  Hull  Fire  Brigade  had  not  been  called  upon  to  release  anyone 
trapped  in  a  motor  vehicle.  This  of  course  is  due  to  the  fact  that  sustained  high 
speeds  are  both  unlawful  and  virtually  impossible  to  maintain  in  the  Hull  area. 

The  After  Care  system  as  developed  and  operated  by  Dr.  G.  Easton  in  the 
North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  now  being  extended  to  other  County  areas  is  not 
so  necessary  in  County  Borough  areas.  The  Consultant  Surgeon,  the  Casualty 
Officer  and  the  general  practitioners  all  expressed  appreciation  of  the  Hull 
Ambulance  Service  and  felt  that  there  was  little  need  for  an  After  Care  Scheme  in 
Hull. 

On  the  30th  March,  1969,  North  Bridge  was  closed  for  extensive  repairs  and 
maintenance.  This  repair  operation  created  additional  delays  at  most  times 
throughout  the  day,  but  especially  at  peak  traffic  times.  Arrangements  were 
made  to  counteract  any  delays  by  c  standby  ’  arrangements.  When  vehicles 
could  be  spared  they  were  allocated  positions  in  East  Hull  often  in  the  Leads 
Road  area  from  which  positions  they  were  available  to  respond  to  any  emergency 
call  to  East  or  North  Hull.  Indeed  the  very  first  ambulance  to  be  so  deployed 
was  only  in  position  for  two  minutes  when  a  999  call  was  received  from  Kings 
Mill  at  Stoneferry  ;  the  ambulance  arrived  two  minutes  later  and  the  injured 
person  was  in  hospital  twenty-one  minutes  after  receipt  of  the  call. 

The  pressures  constantly  attending  the  Ambulance  Service  showed  no  signs 
of  relaxing.  The  ever  prevalent  problem  of  the  majority  of  patients  requiring 
transport  at  the  same  time  was  affecting  the  standard  of  efficiency  which  the 
hospitals  and  the  patients  had  both  come  to  expect. 

It  was  decided  that  in  the  case  of  the  mentally  and  physically  handicapped 
children  attending  the  Galen  House  Day  Centre  a  transport  reorganisation  could  be 
effected  without  detriment  to  the  patients,  and  at  the  same  time  reduce  overtime 
costs.  Hitherto,  the  practice  had  been  to  use  ten  ambulances  each  morning  to 
collect  these  patients.  Six  of  these  ambulances  had  a  part-time  lady  attendant  to 
assist  the  driver  in  the  loading,  unloading  and  care  en  route,  whilst  four  ambul¬ 
ances  were  manned  by  two  full-time  ambulance  men. 

By  spreading  the  time  of  collection  of  the  children  and  their  return  home,  it 
was  possible  to  concentrate  the  whole  of  the  work  on  the  six  ambulances  manned 
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by  a  driver  and  an  attendant,  each  vehicle  doing  two  runs,  the  children  collected 
on  the  first  run  to  be  the  first  to  be  returned  home,  and  those  children  collected 
on  the  second  run  to  be  returned  slightly  later  than  usual,  each,  however,  re¬ 
ceiving  no  less  care  and  treatment.  Four  ambulances  and  eight  drivers  were 
thereby  relieved  for  other  duties  giving  an  improved  service  to  hospital  out-patient 
cases  and,  at  the  same  time,  savings  in  overtime  costs  were  made. 

Emergency  Cases.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  calls, 
received  over  the  years.  In  1959  for  example  the  Service  dealt  with  4,492 
emergency  calls,  whilst  last  year  the  number  was  8,666. 

This  figure  represents  an  increase  of  2.55%  over  1968  and  an  increase  of 
93%  since  1959. 

Whilst  street  and  dock  accidents  show  a  slight  upward  trend,  accidents  and 
illnesses  in  the  home  show  a  substantial  yearly  increase. 

Tt  is  interesting  to  reflect  on  the  difference  of  the  figures  from  1959  to  date 
which  are  given  below.

General  Cases.  For  the  second  consecutive  year  there  was  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  patients  carried.  The  total  number  of  251,230  was  a  reduction  of 
4,894  over  the  preceding  year  (1.9%). 


There  was  a  mileage  increase  of  3,430  (0.42%)  which  was  largely  due  to  the 
ever  increasing  numbers  of  people  moving  into  new  houses  on  the  periphery, 
Bransholme  for  example. 


Meetings  are  regularly  held  at  high  level  drawing  the  attention  of  hospital 
officials  to  instances  where  transport  is  apparently  ordered  and  is  not  ‘  necessary.’ 
The  criteria  for  authorising  ambulance  transport  is  ‘  where  necessary  ’  and  it  is 
felt  that  sometimes  necessity  becomes  confused  with  desirability,  as  for  example 
when  public  transport  arrangements  are  not  sufficiently  adequate  to  coincide 
with  hospital  appointment  times.  Financial  embarrassment  on  the  part  of  the 
patient  sometimes  motivates  doctors  to  authorise  transport  for  patients  who  may 
have  appointments  at  hospitals  outside  of  Hull.  Patients  are  conveyed  regularly 
to  Leeds,  Wakefield,  Harrogate  and  to  a  lesser  degree,  London.  An  out-patient 
appointment  at  a  London  hospital  can  prove  very  expensive,  especially  if  an 
overnight  stay  is  necessary,  and  doctors  are  not  always  aware  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  and  Social  Security  will  provide  rail  vouchers  once  necessity  has 
been  proved. 


The  staff  in  the  Ambulance  Control  are  trained  to  ask  pertinent  questions, 
but  they  are  not  medically  qualified,  and  it  is  only  when  the  journey  has  been 
completed  that  an  ambulance  man  may  return  and  state  that  during  conversation 
the  patient  had  disclosed  that  he  was  in  regular  employment  going  to  and  from 
work  each  day.  It  appears  paradoxical  that  a  person  capable  of  undertaking 
most  of  the  everyday  tasks  and  pleasures  needs  transport  when  attending  a 
hospital  but  the  very  next  day  can  revert  to  public  transport  for  all  personal 
avocations.

Journeys  by  Rail.  This  type  of  journey  continues  to  be  the  most  efficient 
in  certain  instances.  Patients  travelling  long  distances  may  travel  far  speedier 
with  a  much  greater  degree  of  comfort  than  either  a  car  or  an  ambulance  can 
provide.  In  certain  instances  nurses  or  relatives  who  have  nursed  the  patients 
can  act  as  escort  and  provide  at  least  the  same  degree  of  attention  and  skill  as  an 
ambulance  man. 


Sixty-five  patients  travelled  a  total  distance  of  7,578  miles  in  this  manner 
during  the  year. 

Premature  Babies.  Thirty-three  premature  babies  although  totally  unaware 
and  unconcerned  of  the  very  special  facilities  at  their  disposal  travelled  to  various 
hospitals  in  the  premature  baby  incubators  with  a  guaranteed  temperature, 
oxygen  flow  and  humidity  and  a  specialist  nurse  to  ensure  that  these  life  saving 
measures  were  constantly  maintained.

Mortuary  Service.  Three  hundred  and  seventeen  bodies  were  moved  at  the 
Coroner's  request  and  sixty  at  the  request  of  the  Hospital  Management  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Maintenance  Section.  This  Section  was  operating  on  a  very  much  under¬ 
staffed  rate  for  almost  the  w  hole  year.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Section 
is  well  equipped  and  a  high  standard  of  work  is  demanded.  Tradesmen,  if  not 
wholly  proficient  on  arrival,  are  quickly  made  aware  of  the  high  standards 
demanded,  and  consequently  improve  the  quality  of  their  work.  They  then 
find  that  other  employers  are  pleased  to  pay  them  substantially  more  than  the 
nationally  agreed  rates  for  local  authority  staffs. 


Had  it  not  been  for  the  high  standard  of  maintenance  attained  prior  to  the 
acute  staff  shortages  experienced  during  the  year,  breakdowns  would  have 
resulted  in  great  numbers. 

Training.  Twelve  driver/attendants  were  seconded  to  the  Training  School 
at  Cleckheaton  eleven  of  whom  received  satisfactory  reports.  The  assessment 
reports  indicated  that  generally  a  high  standard  was  attained,  two  students 
receiving  exceptional  reports.  On  the  whole  it  was  a  very  good  year  and  the 
students  attending  continued  to  welcome  the  opportunity  of  attaining  greater 
proficiency. 

General  Comments.  On  the  29th  August  approximately  two-thirds  of  the 
ambulance  men  withdrew  their  labour  for  twenty-four  hours  in  support  of  col¬ 
leagues  in  London  wdio  were  on  strike  due  to  the  Greater  London  Council  not 
recognising  the  Federation  of  Ambulance  Personnel  as  a  negotiating  body. 
This  was  followed  by  a  further  withdrawal  of  labour  for  twenty-four  hours  on 
3rd  September  for  the  same  reason.  This  was  an  unfortunate  state  of  affairs  as 
this  Authority  has  never  refused  to  listen  to  any  ambulance  man  with  a  grievance, 
irrespective  of  his  membership  with  any  Trade  Union  or  other  Organisation. 

Civil  Defence  Training.  Civil  Defence  remains  on  a  Care  and  Maintenance 
basis,  and  the  Chief  Ambulance  Officer  has  attended  appropriate  courses  in 
Civil  Defence  matters. 

Vehicle  Replacements.  During  the  year  five  ambulances  were  replaced  due 
to  excess  mileage.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  strength  of  the  Ambulance  and 
Transport  Fleet  was  as  follows  : —

Statistics  regarding  this  service  are  included 
in  the  Home  Nursing  Section  of  this  Report  as  all  requests  for  the  service  are 
channelled  through  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service. 

Social  Welfare  Officer,  After-Care  Section.  During  the  year  the  Social 
Welfare  Officer  and  the  Welfare  Assistant  dealt  with  123  new  cases  in  the 
following  categories  : —

Visits  were  made  to  patients’  homes  on  1,030  occasions.  Many  interviews 
are  now  conducted  in  the  office  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  people  calling 
for  advice.  Because  of  the  close  contact  which  exists  with  other  statutory  and 
voluntary  bodies,  more  notifications  are  being  received  of  cases  in  need  of  help. 
Close  liaison  continues  to  be  maintained  with  the  hospitals,  especially  in  regard  to 
the  chronic  sick  for  whom  the  Social  Welfare  Officer  can  arrange  to  get  material 
aid  and  services  from  local  and  national  voluntary  organisations,  such  as  the 
Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  National 
Society  for  Cancer  Relief,  the  Hull  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee,  the  Chest 
and  Heart  Association,  the  Hull  and  Sculcoates  Dispensary  Aid  Trust  and  the 
Ranks  Benevolent  Fund.  Gifts  of  household  furnishings  and  clothing  are  received 
from  members  of  the  public  from  time  to  time. 


Chiropody.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  full-time  chiropodist  changed 
from  full-time  to  part-time  employment.  An  additional  full-time  chiropodist 
commenced  duty  on  1st  January,  bringing  the  total  complement  of  chiropodists 
to  two  full-time  and  six  part-time.  A  total  of  40  day  time  sessions  and  three 
evening  sessions  were  held  regularly  each  week.

Occupational  Therapy.  During  the  year  there  was  an  average  of  90  patients 
on  the  Occupational  Therapy  Register.  Nine  of  these  attended  weekly  at  the 
Centre  at  69  Coltman  Street  using  Ambulance  Service  transport,  and  twelve 
came  independently,  either  once  or  twice  weekly.  The  rest  of  the  patients  were 
visited  regularly  in  their  homes  and  assisted  with  handicrafts  and  discussions 
concerning  their  practical  and  social  problems.  Advice  and  help  regarding  these 
has  always  been  readily  available  from  the  Medical  Social  Workers  and  General 
Practitioners  with  whom  the  Occupational  Therapist  frequently  communicates. 
Following  attendance  at  the  Centre,  two  of  fhe  patients  commenced  work  with 
Remploy  during  the  year  after  a  period  at  the  Industrial  Rehabilitation  Unit. 
In  January  the  25  patients  who  were  physically  able  attended  a  New  Year  social 
at  the  Centre. 

The  Head  Occupational  Therapist  worked  single  handed  for  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year,  but  as  all  attempts  to  appoint  a  further  qualified  officer  had 
failed  an  unqualified  assistant  was  appointed  in  April.  The  Head  Occupational 
Therapist  attended  a  two  day  course  in  soft  leatherwork  in  London  during 
September. 

A  high  standard  of  work  was  maintained  by  the  patients  during  the  year  and 
articles  made  were  sold  privately  by  the  patients  themselves  or  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  through  its  window  displays.  In  addition  articles  were  sold  at  the  Holden 
Centre  Open  Evening  and  at  the  Hull  Show.  At  the  latter,  a  total  of  321  articles 
made  by  disabled  patients  were  sold,  and  as  a  result  of  the  display  of  goods  at 
this  show,  a  number  of  orders  were  received  particularly  for  knitted  articles, 
basketry,  stools  and  printing. 

New  patients  referred  during  the  year  numbered  15,  and  18  were  removed 
from  the  register  for  various  reasons.

Health  Education,  Publicity  and  Home  Safety.  This  year  the  emphasis  was 
on  Safety — Safety  in  the  Home,  Safety  on  Holiday  and  Safety  in  Health. 

At  the  end  of  April  a  very  successful  “  Water  Safety  Week  ”  was  held  in 
co-operation  with  the  Hull  and  East  Riding  Branch  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society.  The  “  Week  ”  was  officially  opened  by  the  President  of  the  Society 
(Mr.  R.  Walton,  the  Chief  Constable  of  the  City)  and  the  Sheriff  presided.  Talks, 
demonstrations  and  film  shows  were  given  to  invited  audiences  of  school  children 
during  the  day,  and  the  public  in  the  evenings,  the  meetings  being  held  in  the 
Gymnasium  at  the  Central  Police  Station.  Local  firms  and  the  R.A.L.  Rescue 
Unit  loaned  exhibits,  and  Messrs.  Reckitt’s  swimming  bath  was  kindly  loaned 
on  two  evenings  for  water  displays. 

A  small  float  in  the  Lord  Mayor's  Parade  at  the  end  of  May  was  used  to 
demonstrate,  humorously,  the  safety  in  protecting  children  from  serious  illness 
by  vaccination  and  immunisation. 

Between  June  and  September,  an  exhibition  of  plaques  showing  the  dangers 
of  poisonous  berries  and  fungi  was  displayed  in  six  different  schools  in  the  City. 

The  Health  Department  Marquee  at  the  Hull  Show  had  Safety  as  the  theme 
of  the  exhibits.  The  local  branch  of  Debenham’s  Stores  (Thornton-Varley  Ltd.) 
generously  provided  a  very  attractive  exhibit  on  Safe  Labrics,  and  also  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  Water  Safety  Stand,  as  did  also  the  members  of  the  Hull  and  East 
Riding  Branch  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  by  providing  demonstrations  of 
resuscitation  methods  and  life  saving.  The  Ambulance  Service  Stand  showed 
the  various  equipment  carried  on  Ambulance  Service  vehicles,  including  the 
“  Minuteman  ”  resuscitator.  The  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health  Authority  Stand 
illustrated  various  branches  of  the  work  of  that  Authority  in  preventing  disease 
being  brought  into  this  country. 

Immediately  following  the  Hull  Show,  Messrs.  Thornton-Varley  Ltd. 
sponsored  a  General  Safety  Exhibition  for  one  week  in  their  multiple  store. 
This  was  opened  by  the  Lord  Mayor  and  enabled  various  departments  of  the 
Corporation  to  encourage  the  general  public  to  become  aware  of  the  many 
environmental  dangers  in  everyday  life.  Exhibits  included  Home  Safety,  Water 
Safety,  Crime  Prevention,  Road  Safety  and  Lire  Safety.  Thornton-Varley’s 
staff  kindly  erected  the  exhibition  stands  and  the  store  very  generously  provided 
much  of  the  display  material.

In  October  the  Health  Department  was  asked  to  participate  in  the  85th 
year  Anniversary  Exhibition  of  Messrs.  Bladons  Ltd.,  the  theme  being  “  Then 
and  Now."  A  stand  erected  near  to  one  provided  by  the  Children’s  Department 
in  the  store  showed  comparisons  in  Nursing  and  Health  Services  and  attracted 
many  mothers.  Photographs  compared  old  and  new  hospitals  in  the  City,  old 
and  new  methods  of  vaccination  and  immunisation,  clothing  and  treatment.  Old 
medical  instruments  and  a  portrait  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Holden,  the  first  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Hull,  were  kindly  loaned  by  the  Museums  Department,  and  the 
Health  Visitor’s  Association,  London,  sent  photographs  of  Florence  Nightingale 
and  of  her  letters  showing  the  start  of  the  “  Health  Missioners  ’’  which  is  now  the 
Health  Visitor  Service. 

In  November,  a  stand  was  again  provided  at  the  Hull  and  East  Riding 
Chrysanthemum  Show  at  the  City  Hall,  but  due  to  a  ruling  that  goods  were  to  be 
restricted  to  horticultural  items,  only  the  Ralph  Smith  Centre  and  the  Holden 
Centre  Adult  Department  participated. 

A  “  Safety  with  Fireworks  ’’  exhibit  was  displayed  in  the  window  of  the 
After-Care  Section  offices  at  76  Lowgate  for  a  period  preceding  Guy  Fawkes 
Night,  a  warning  was  inserted  in  the  teledisc  service,  and  supporting  posters  were 
distributed  to  clinics,  offices,  the  Central  Library  and  Children’s  Libraries. 

At  Christmas  a  display  erected  in  the  Guildhall  foyer  reminded  people  to  buy 
safe  toys. 


“  Lock  Away  Poisons  ’’  stickers  continued  to  be  displayed  in  Public  Tele¬ 
phone  kiosks  in  the  City  during  the  year. 

A  series  of  lectures  was  arranged  on  the  subject  of  “  Care  of  the  Elderly  ’’  for 
the  Nursing  Staff,  a  Consultant  and  members  of  staff  of  Kingston  General 
Hospital  and  the  Welfare  Services  Department  giving  talks. 

A  monthly  film  show  was  given  at  the  Ralph  Smith  and  Holden  Adult 
Centres  and  proved  popular  with  the  trainees. 

Lectures  given  to  various  organisations  in  the  City  during  the  year  were  four 
on  Home  Safety,  seven  on  Health  and  Hygiene,  three  on  Drug  Taking  and  three 
on  Family  Planning. 

The  Department’s  film  “  Journey  Forward  ’’  was  shown  thirteen  times  in 
the  City  and  was  booked  twenty-four  times  for  showing  in  various  parts  of  the 
country,  whilst  Childbirth  films  and  films  on  Maternal  and  Child  Health  were 
shown  on  thirty-eight  occasions  at  Mothercraft  Clinics. 
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Venereal  Diseases.  Treatment  for  cases  of  venereal  disease  arising  m  the 
City  and  port  area  continued  to  be  available  at  the  Mill  Street  Clinic  which  is 
administered  by  the  Hull  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  of 
the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board.

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SECTION  28— MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

As  in  former  years  the  Mental  Health  Service  continues  to  be  administered 
by  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Training  of  Staff .  Mr.  E.  A.  Whiting,  Senior  Instructor  at  the  Day  Centre, 
69  Coltman  Street,  and  Mrs.  R.  Lamb,  Instructress  at  the  Ralph  Smith  Centre, 
commenced  the  Hull  based  one-year  Diploma  Course  for  Staffs  of  Training 
Centres  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Adults  in  September. 

Miss  B.  Cockerline  and  Miss  H.  Wilson,  Assistant  Supervisors  at  the  Holden 
Centre  Junior  Department,  attended  a  short  course  arranged  by  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health  for  staffs  of  Local  Authority  Junior  Training 
Centres. 

Miss  S.  E.  Woods,  Matron,  Galen  House  Day  Centre,  attended  a  short  course 
arranged  by  the  Spastics  Society  on  “  The  Spastic  in  the  Junior  Training  Centre 
and  Special  Care  Unit/’ 

Overseas  Trainee  Instructors.  One  Trainee  Instructor  from  India  finished 
her  employment  in  the  Centres  in  March  and  one  from  Japan  and  one  from  Ceylon 
finished  their  employment  in  May.  One  Trainee  Instructor  from  India  commenced 
at  the  Centres  in  September  and  one  from  Canada  commenced  employment  in 
July  which  terminated  in  November. 

Visitors.  The  many  visitors  to  the  Centres  included  individuals  from 
Australia,  Belgium,  Egypt  and  Ghana,  parties  of  students  from  local  hospitals 
and  educational  establishments  and  individuals  and  parties  from  all  parts  of  the 
kingdom  representing  various  fields  of  endeavour. 

Co-ordination  with  other  Bodies.  Regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  De  la 
Pole  Hospital  between  staffs  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  Social 
Workers  employed  by  the  Hospital  Authority  and  close  contact  is  maintained 
by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  with  general  practitioners,  psychiatric  consultants 
and  the  various  Government  Agencies  to  ensure  adequate  community  care. 

Advisory  Clinic  for  the  Mentally  Retarded.  The  advisory  panel  is  composed 
of  a  Consultant  in  Mental  Subnormality,  Consultant  Child  Psychiatrist  and  the 
Health  Department’s  Senior  Medical  Officer  (Care  and  After-Care).  The  Clinic 
is  held  when  necessary  and  as  circumstances  permit,  usually  at  the  Holden  Centre 
Adult  Department  but  on  one  occasion  at  the  Galen  House  Day  Centre  owing 
to  the  closure  of  the  Adult  Department  for  holidays. 

During  the  year  six  clinics  were  held  and  14  children  and  their  parents  or 
guardians  were  seen  on  one  or  more  occasions.  The  clinic  deals  with  the  emotion¬ 
ally  disturbed  child  who  is  also  mentally  subnormal. 

Establishments  for  the  Subnormal.  The  Local  Health  Authority  now  provides 
569  places  in  sheltered  workshops,  training  centres  and  the  special  care  unit  for 
the  community  care  of  the  mentally  retarded,  and  also  39  places  in  residential 
hostels, 
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An  Open  Evening  was  held  on  the  21st  May  at  the  Holden  and  Ralph  Smith 
Centres.  This  was  well  attended  by  parents  and  relatives  of  the  trainees  and 
members  of  the  public. 

Galen  House  Day  Centre.  This  Special  Care  Unit  provides  84  places,  more  or 
less  according  to  proportion  of  cot  and  ambulant  patients,  for  the  mentally 
subnormal  of  both  sexes  from  three  years  of  age  upwards.  Many  of  the  patients 
have  physical  as  well  as  mental  handicap.  In  previous  years  it  was  necessary  for 
a  proportion  of  the  patients  to  attend  on  alternate  days,  but  it  became  possible 
for  all  patients  to  commence  daily  attendance  when  the  accommodation  was 
re-arranged  in  May. 

During  the  year  a  part-time  Speech  Therapist  and  part-time  Physiotherapist 
were  appointed.  The  physiotherapist  terminated  her  employment  at  the  year 
end  for  domestic  reasons.  Also  during  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Director  of  Welfare  Services  for  his  specialist  officers  concerned  with  the  blind  and 
deaf  to  visit  the  centre  and  concern  themselves  with  those  who  were  suffering 
from  varying  degrees  of  blindness  and  deafness.  The  Matron  and  her  staff  have 
improved  instruction  techniques  and  further  developed  occupational  and 
diversional  therapy,  according  to  the  needs  of  the  patients. 

At  the  year  end  there  were  86  patients  on  the  Register  and  during  the  year 
25  were  admitted,  and  23  left  for  the  following  reasons— 14  were  transferred  to  the 
Holden  Centre  Junior  Department,  2  were  transferred  to  the  Holden  Centre 
Adult  Department,  one  to  the  Ralph  Smith  Centre,  4  were  admitted  into  hospital 
for  varying  periods,  one  was  retained  at  home  and  the  remaining  patient  was 
taken  into  care  by  the  Children’s  Department. 

Galen  House  Hostel.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  hostel  had  its  full  comple¬ 
ment  of  27  male  residents.  During  the  year  4  new  residents  were  admitted  and  3 
left,  one  to  reside  with  his  sister,  one  went  into  private  lodgings  and  one  was 
admitted  into  hospital.  The  residents  spent  their  two  weeks’  summer  holiday 
at  Scarborough,  and  during  the  year  a  number  of  outings  were  arranged  by  the 
staff. 

St.  Mungo  House  Hostel.  This  hostel  has  been  fully  occupied  throughout  the 
year  by  12  women  residents,  of  whom  9  were  employed  in  open  industry  and  3 
attended  the  Holden  Centre  Adult  Department. 

The  annual  two  weeks’  holiday  was  spent  at  Scarborough.  The  residents 
continued  to  interest  themselves  in  a  variety  of  hobbies  ;  two  new  hobbies,  model 
making  and  painting  became  very  popular  during  the  year. 

Holden  Centre  Junior  Department.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  144 
children  on  the  register,  and  of  these  14  resided  in  the  administrative  area  of  the 
East  Riding  County  Council.  During  the  year  there  were  41  admissions  and  36 
discharges.  Of  the  discharges  20  were  admitted  to  the  Adult  Training  Centre, 
7  were  admitted  to  the  Galen  House  Day  Centre,  3  were  withdrawn  by  the  East 
Riding  County  Council,  2  were  admitted  to  hospital,  3  were  retained  at  home  and 
1  was  excluded  because  of  behaviour  difficulties, 
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In  January  the  Hull  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  held  their 
annual  party  and  the  usual  celebrations  were  held  at  Harvest  Festival  and 
Christmas. 

Holden  Centre  Adult  Department.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  70  men 
and  89  women  on  the  register  of  whom  2  men  and  2  women  were  East  Riding 
residents. 

During  the  year  34  trainees  were  admitted  and  13  left  for  the  following 
reasons  : — 1  found  employment,  4  were  transferred  to  the  Ralph  Smith  Centre, 
2  were  admitted  into  hospital,  1  wras  retained  at  home,  4  were  excluded  on  account 
of  behaviour  difficulties,  and  1,  from  the  area  of  the  East  Riding  County  Council, 
was  transferred  to  that  Authority’s  Centre. 

The  garden  section  was  kept  busy  with  the  maintenance  of  the  grounds  of 
the  Junior  Department,  the  Adult  Department  and  also  the  Ralph  Smith  Centre 
and  Galen  House.  In  addition  quantities  of  vegetables  were  supplied  to  the  Centre 
kitchens.  Bedding  and  pot  plants  continued  to  be  in  great  demand,  and  sterilised 
potting  compost  was  made  up  and  sold  to  the  public. 

The  contract  to  make  interwoven  fencing  kept  small  groups  of  trainees  well 
occupied  in  the  Woodwork  Section.  During  the  year  1,617  panels  were  made. 
A  new  venture  making  wooden  transportation  pallets  was  started  and  an  initial 
batch  of  200  was  made.  The  section  also  continued  to  make  blackboard  cleaners, 
free-arm  blackboards  and  first  aid  cabinets  for  the  Education  Department  and 
in  addition  a  number  of  blackboard  and  easels,  wheelbarrows,  stools,  steps,  place 
mats  and  bread  boards,  etc.,  for  sale  to  the  general  public. 

The  net  braiding  section  continued  to  supply  the  Central  Purchasing  Depart¬ 
ment  with  football  and  tennis-ball  carriers.  Tennis  court  nets  and  goal  nets 
were  also  made  during  the  year  and  3,500  nytrim  bags  were  produced. 

There  was  a  steady  demand  for  link  mats  for  local  schools,  shops  and  the 
general  public  and  100  sets  were  made  for  an  out  of  town  centre.  This  group  also 
made  approximately  100  hanging  flower  baskets  and  many  plaster  garden 
gnomes.  This  appeared  to  be  a  profitable  venture  and  also  proved  to  be  stimu¬ 
lating  to  the  trainees  as  it  called  for  some  artistic  ability  in  the  hand  painting. 

The  laundry  section  again  had  a  very  busy  year.  Old  contracts  were  re¬ 
newed  and  a  new  contract  taken  on.  The  standard  of  the  finished  laundry  re¬ 
mained  very  high.  Soft  toys  again  proved  very  popular  and  the  order  books  for 
Christmas  toys  had  to  be  closed  in  September.  The  sewing  rooms  were  kept  busy 
with  curtain  contracts  and  with  white  work  from  all  sections  of  the  Health 
Department.  The  girls  also  folded  approximately  20,000  medical  tissues  per 
week  during  the  year  for  a  local  company. 

Ralph  Smith  Centre.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  91  trainees  on  the 
register  (19  women  and  72  men),  and  of  this  total  2  female  and  3  male  trainees 
resided  in  the  administrative  area  of  the  East  Riding  County  Council.  During 
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the  year  12  trainees  were  admitted  and  13  left  for  the  following  reasons  : —  5 
found  employment,  2  were  transferred  to  the  Holden  Centre  Adult  Department, 
1  was  admitted  into  hospital,  2  refused  to  continue  in  attendance,  1  was  com¬ 
mitted  to  prison  and  2,  from  the  area  of  the  East  Riding  County  Council,  were 
transferred  to  that  Authority’s  Centre. 

The  Centre  continued  to  produce  wall  ties,  571,000  being  produced  during 
the  year. 

Due  to  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Instructor  in  the  stove-enamelling 
plant  this  section  has  made  considerable  improvement  and  is  now  functioning  very 
well.  Among  the  new  contracts  has  been  one  from  the  Parks  Department  in¬ 
volving  the  production  of  heavier  fencing  than  has  been  previously  tackled. 
The  trainees  have  adapted  to  this  type  of  work  very  well. 

The  development  of  an  upholstery  section  for  the  seats  and  backs  of  the 
metal  furniture  produced  in  the  centre  has  further  widened  the  scope  of  the 
centre’s  capabilities  and  has  also  helped  the  trainees  to  become  more  versatile. 

Social  Training  Officer.  The  Social  Training  Officer  took  up  her  appoint¬ 
ment  on  the  6th  January.  Instruction  was  given  in  the  centres  and  was  guided 
by  the  needs  of  each  trainee.  Training  was  given  in  personal  appearance,  hygiene, 
how  to  dress,  how  to  work,  wages,  the  use  of  the  telephone,  public  transport, 
the  ability  to  shop,  and  word  recognition,  etc.  Many  projects  for  these  purposes 
have  been  prepared.  Home  economics  have  featured  in  the  preparation  of  simple 
meals,  laundry  and  cleaning. 

There  has  been  a  programme  of  films  shown  each  month  throughout  the  year 
at  both  the  Holden  Centre  Adult  Department  and  the  Ralph  Smith  Centre,  these 
shows  being  carried  out  by  the  Health  Publicity  staff  of  the  After-Care  Section. 
Both  the  Centres  have  the  nucleus  of  a  library  of  suitable  books  and  puzzles 
which  are  on  loan  to  the  trainees  on  a  similar  system  to  that  used  in  the  Public 
Library.  Interest  in  many  subjects  has  been  aroused  by  this  means.  Each 
library  is  manned  by  trainees  under  the  supervision  of  the  Training  Officer. 
Follow-ups  to  work  completed  in  the  Centres  have  been  made  by  various  visits 
in  the  City. 

Account  of  Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community 

Preventive  Care  and  After-Care.  During  the  year  478  cases  were  referred  to 
the  Mental  Health  Section  for  the  purposes  of  follow-up  and  surveillance.  The

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A  total  of  8,931  visits  were  made  by  Mental  Welfare  Officers  during  the  year 
and  of  this  number  2,467  were  concerned  with  subnormal  patients  residing  within 
the  area  of  Kingston  upon  Hull. 

Of  the  206  patients  referred  from  the  De  la  Pole  Hospital  for  after-care  by 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  the  majority  were  as  a  result  of  the  Officers  attend¬ 
ing  the  Clinic  at  the  Hospital.  Liaison  between  Pashby  House  and  the  Mental 
Health  Section  was  maintained  through  one  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
attending  several  times  each  week,  resulting  in  29  patients  being  referred  for 
after-care  and  1 12  visits  being  made  to  the  homes  of  these  patients.  17  patients 
were  admitted  to  Pashby  House  through  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  thus  ob¬ 
viating  direct  admission  to  the  De  la  Pole  Hospital.  88  patients  were  returned 
to  the  De  la  Pole  Hospital  after  absconding  whilst  being  detained  under  various 
Sections  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959.  Suitable  accommodation  was  found  for 
8  patients,  some  of  whom  had  been  discharged  from  hospital. 

Through  the  kind  offices  of  the  W.R.V.S.  12  patients  were  provided  with 
clothing  and  various  articles  of  bedding.  A  further  24  patients  were  provided 
with  Ministry  of  Social  Security  allowances  and  clothing  through  the  assistance 
of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers.  Dental  appointments  were  made  for  seven 
patients  and  in  some  cases  they  were  accompanied  by  Officers  of  the  Department. 
Members  of  the  public  made  490  visits  to  the  Mental  Health  Section  seeking  advice 
from  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  Officers  attended  the  various 
Courts  on  behalf  of  patients  and  assisted  the  Court  officials  as  far  as  possible. 

Day  Centre,  Coltman  Street.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  18  patients 
on  the  register.  6  were  admitted  and  11  left  for  the  following  reasons  :  —  1  was 
transferred  to  the  Holden  Centre  Adult  Department,  4  were  admitted  into 
hospital,  2  were  excluded  on  account  of  adverse  behaviour,  2  refused  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  attendance,  1  was  admitted  into  a  Welfare  Home  and  the  remaining 
patient  left  the  area  of  Kingston  upon  Hull. 

The  patients  who  attend  this  Centre  are  mainly  ones  who  suffer  from  chronic 
mental  disorder  but  who  are  capable  of  continuing  to  live  in  the  community, 
partly  due  to  the  provision  of  a  sheltered  environment  such  as  the  Day  Centre. 

A  large  variety  of  articles  continued  to  be  made  for  sale  by  this  Centre. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  production  of  stools,  and  other  kitchen  furniture, 
including  wall  cabinets  and  sink  units,  continued  to  be  produced.  Basketry 
continued  to  be  varied  and  a  large  amount  of  trays  and  shopping  baskets  were 
sold  to  the  general  public.  Wool  rugs  and  ottomans  were  popular  forms  of  work 
with  the  patients.  Successful  efforts  were  made  by  the  Instructors  in  encour¬ 
aging  the  patients  to  produce  work  with  a  higher  standard  of  finish. 

Pashby  House.  The  staffing  arrangements  for  this  establishment  remained 
the  same  as  in  former  years.  The  medical  and  nursing  staff  were  supplied  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  agency  of  the  Hull  (B)  Group  Hospital 
Management  Committee  and  a  mental  welfare  officer  employed  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  attended  regularly  and  was  responsible  for  carrying  out  social 
case  work  in  relation  to  mentally  disordered  persons  attending  this  Centre.

In  accordance  with  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959,  32  new  cases  were  reported 
by  the  Local  Education  Authority  during  the  year  and  a  further  33  were  referred 
for  voluntary  supervision  after  leaving  school. 


On  58  occasions  periods  of  hospital  care  were  arranged  for  patients  so  as  to 
relieve  domestic  situations,  and  to  allow  parents  to  take  their  holidays.

SECTION  29— DOMESTIC  HELP 


The  administrative  staff  consisted  of  one  Home  Help  Organiser,  one  Senior 
Assistant  Organiser,  two  Assistant  Organisers,  one  senior  clerk  and  two  clerks. 


The  number  of  home  helps  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  289  ;  this 
was  made  up  of  76  women  and  4  men  working  full-time  and  209  women  working 
regularly  on  a  part-time  basis. 

The  number  of  staff  has  been  reduced.  This  has  made  matters  doubly 
difficult  as  the  number  of  patients  referred  from  hospital  has  increased  and  they 
are  being  discharged  much  earlier,  thus  needing  more  attention. 

Four  training  courses  for  home  helps  were  held  during  the  year.  These 
have  been  particularly  useful  to  them  in  preparing  special  diets  and  in  budgeting. 

One  of  the  home  helps  attended  for  four  months  to  care  for  a  family  where 
the  mother  had  left  home.  The  husband  was  off  work  to  look  after  the  six  children 
(ages  ranging  from  10  years  to  22  months)  for  a  few  days  until  arrangements  were 
made  for  a  home  help  to  attend  full-time.  The  home  help  took  charge  completely 
during  the  daytime  and  coped  with  all  the  routine  work  as  well  as  the  training  of 
the  children.  She  worked  there  until  the  wife  was  given  custody  of  the  children.

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  167  confirmed  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  City 
during  1969.  It  is  thought  that  the  disease  is  not  fully  notified.  It  was  necessary 
for  two  cases  to  be  treated  in  hospital.  The  disease  was  generally  mild  in  character 
and  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 


Whooping  Cough.  There  were  47  confirmed  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  during 
1969.  In  no  case  was  hospital  treatment  necessary  and  there  were  no  deaths 
from  the  disease. 


Dysentery.  There  were  229  cases  of  Dysentery  during  1969.  Shigella  Sonnei 
was  the  causative  organism  in  72  cases.  Hospital  treatment  was  necessary  in 
31  cases.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 


Food  Poisoning.  There  were  31  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  the  City 
during  1969.  Two  outbreaks  were  responsible  for  all  these  cases.  The  first 
outbreak  was  a  belated  Christmas  party  held  by  some  midwives  and  their  friends 
towards  the  end  of  January.  The  food  consisted  of  various  sandwiches,  sausage 
rolls,  trifle,  fancy  cakes  and  mince  pies.  All  this  food  was  prepared  by  two  of  the 
midwives.  The  beverages  were  cider,  orange  juice  and  lemonade.  About  24 
hours  after  the  party,  six  of  the  participants  were  taken  ill.  Faecal  samples,  nose, 
throat  and  hand  swabs  were  taken  from  all  midwives  and  affected  persons. 
Portions  of  unconsumed  food  were  also  sent  for  examination.  All  faecal,  nose  and 
throat  swabs  were  negative.  A  portion  of  sausage  meat  was  found  to  be  con¬ 
taminated  with  staphylococcus  aureus.  A  swab  from  one  midwife’s  hand  also 
produced  staphylococcus  aureus.  The  butcher’s  shop  supplying  the  sausage  meat 
was  investigated  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  All  the  butcher’s  staff  were 
negative. 
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The  other  outbreak  was  in  a  handicapped  persons’  residential  home  which  is 
part  of  the  Welfare  Department’s  facilities.  Out  of  56  persons,  staff  and  residents, 
25  were  found  to  be  excreting  organisms  of  salmonella.  Two  types  of  salmonella 
were  involved  ;  12  were  excreting  Salmonella  Panama  and  13  were  excreting 
Salmonella  Stanley.  The  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  thought  to  be  potted  meat 
sandwiches  which  were  consumed  on  the  premises.  Tests  proved  to  be  incon¬ 
clusive  due  to  the  lapse  of  time  between  consumption  of  the  sandwiches  and  the 
sending  in  of  samples.  The  butcher’s  shop  from  where  the  potted  meat  was 
purchased  was  investigated  and  found  to  be  in  order.  The  butcher  and  his  staff 
were  examined  and  the  butcher  himself  was  found  to  be  excreting  Salmonella 
Derby  which  was  thought  to  have  no  connection  with  the  outbreak. 


Salmonella  Infections.  There  were  130  cases  of  salmonella  during  the  year, 
including  the  25  mentioned  in  the  outbreak  above.  105  were  not  considered  to 
be  food  borne.  Heretofore  Salmonella  Typhimurium  has  always  been  the  most 
numerous.  However,  in  1969  .Salmonella  Stanley  took  the  lead  with  47,  followed 
by  Salmonella  Typhimurium  with  29  and  close  behind  Salmonella  Panama  with 
28.  Others  were  Salmonella  Heidelburg  10  ;  Salmonella  Derby  4  ;  Salmonella 
Ora.menburg3  ;  Salmonella  Brandenburg  3  ;  Salmonella  Enteritidis2  ;  Salmonella 
Virchow  1  ;  Salmonella  Anatum  1  ;  Salmonella  Pretoria  1  ;  Salmonella  Indiana  1. 
Every  year  some  people  carry  the  salmonella  organisms  for  many  weeks.  Of 
those  who  were  infected  in  1969  the  average  number  of  weeks’  infectivity  was 
7.2  weeks. 

Salmonella  Para  Typhi  B.  A  lady  who  went  on  a  Mediterranean  cruise  on  a 
Greek  ship  was  taken  ill  shortly  after  her  arrival  home.  She  was  admitted  to 
hospital  in  a  very  ill  condition  and  remained  there  for  several  weeks.  Cases 
suffering  from  the  same  organism  who  had  been  on  the  same  cruise  were  found  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  during  the  next  few  days. 

Acute  Meningitis.  There  were  57  cases  of  meningitis  in  the  City  during  the 
year.  All  were  treated  in  hospital.  Five  of  the  cases  were  suffering  from  Menin¬ 
gococcal  Meningitis  and  one  of  these,  a  three  year  old  girl,  died. 

Gastro  Enteritis,  t  here  were  564  cases  of  gastro  enteritis  brought  to  notice 
in  1969  of  which  413  cases  required  hospital  treatment.  An  E.  Coli  infection  was 
found  in  18  cases,  ddiere  were  no  deaths  from  gastro  enteritis  in  1969. 


Infective  Jaundice.  There  were  309  confirmed  cases  of  infective  jaundice  in 
the  City  during  1969.  Hospital  treatment  was  necessary  in  79  cases.  There  were 
3  deaths  from  the  disease,  all  females,  aged  35,  64  and  67  years. 

Leptospirosis.  One  case  of  Weil’s  Disease  was  notified.  This  was  a  man  of 
26  years  who  was  treated  in  hospital  and  subsequently  found  to  be  suffering  from 
some  other  condition. 

Scabies.  The  Kingston  upon  Hull  (Scabies)  Order  1969  came  into  operation 
on  8th  July,  1969  extending  the  notification  of  Scabies  for  a  further  year  until 
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7th  July,  1970.  During  1969  there  were  1,611  cases  notified.  All  were  visited 
and  advice  given  where  necessary.  Help  in  respect  of  bathing  and  disinfection 
of  clothing  was  given  where  necessary.  School  children  continued  to  be  treated 
at  the  school  clinics.  These  cases  accounted  for  a  further  376  cases  making  a  total 
brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  department,  of  1987  cases  in  all. 

Smallpox.  Surveillance  was  carried  out  on  two  people  who  had  arrived  from 
areas  where  smallpox  was  said  to  be  endemic.  Several  weeks  after  surveillance 
had  been  completed  in  one  of  these  cases,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
asked  by  the  family  doctor  to  examine  the  patient  as  a  suspect  case  of  smallpox. 
However  the  case  proved  not  to  be  smallpox. 

Miscellaneous  Infections.  Surveillance  of  infectious  diseases  was  carried 
out  at  various  hospitals,  children’s  homes,  the  Holden  Centre,  old  people’s  homes, 
etc.  There  was  the  usual  crop  of  typhoid  contacts  and  suspected  cases  to  be 
investigated.  A  case  of  Hook  Worm,  a  case  of  hand  foot  and  mouth  disease,  and 
a  dog  with  suspected  rabies  were  amongst  incidents  which  were  investigated. 
On  the  second  day  of  the  year  it  was  reported  that  five  school  meals  kitchen 
workers  had  been  taken  ill  at  their  place  of  work.  Food  poisoning  was  suspected 
and  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  investigated.  The  Public  Health 
Inspector  was  called  in  and  it  was  decided  that  the  illness  had  been  caused  by  a 
degree  of  carbon  monoxide  gas  being  present.  On  further  investigation  it  was 
ascertained  that  the  staff  had  returned  to  a  very  cold  kitchen  which  had  been 
closed  for  the  Christmas  holidays  and  in  an  attempt  to  warm  the  place  up  they 
had  lighted  some  of  the  gas  appliances.  All  the  windows  were  closed  and  the 
extractor  fans  were  switched  off  with  the  result  that  it  was  thought  that  carbon 
monoxide  had  built  up  in  the  kitchen.  In  an  attempt  to  prove  this  theory  the 
conditions  were  simulated  the  following  Monday  morning.  Tests  conducted  40 
minutes  after  the  simulation  showed  a  carbon  monoxide  concentration  of  over 
500  parts  per  million.  This  concentration  would  give  rise  to  an  illness  exactly 
similar  to  the  illness  experienced  by  the  staff  on  2nd  January,  1969.  The  maxi¬ 
mum  permissible  level  of  carbon  monoxide  is  accepted  as  100  parts  per  million. 
It  was  decided  that  with  gas  equipment  in  use  and  windows  and  doors  closed 
and  extractor  fans  switched  off,  there  was  inadequate  ventilation  in  that  kitchen.

Disinfecting  Station.  During  1969,  14,718  articles  were  disinfected.  There 
were  2,817  articles  disinfected  on  account  of  infectious  diseases.  Articles  of 
nursing  requisites  which  had  been  loaned  by  the  Care  and  After-Care  Section  of 
the  Department  accounted  for  8,519  articles  collected  and  disinfected,  and  2,849 
articles,  for  most  of  which  a  charge  was  made,  were  disinfected  at  the  request  of 
private  individuals,  hospitals  and  others.  In  addition  144  houses  and  219 
library  books  were  disinfected,  and  147  verminous  persons  were  cleansed.

Examination  of  Contacts.  A  total  of  536  new  contacts  were  examined  by  the 
medical  officers  of  the  Chest  Clinics  during  1969  compared  with  a  figure  of  469 
for  1968. 

As  a  preventive  measure,  contacts  of  patients  found  to  have  appreciable 
inactive  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  offered  examination,  vaccination  and 
follow-up. 

The  Consultant  Chest  Physicians,  the  Senior  Medical  Officers  (Maternal  and 
Child  Health  and  After  Care)  and  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  discuss  each 
case  of  tuberculosis  notified  in  an  endeavour  to  identify  the  source  of  infection  and 
to  ascertain  that  all  steps  possible  have  been  taken  to  obtain  the  attendance  of 
family  contacts. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination.  Child  contacts  are  offered  B.C.G.  protection  after 
preliminary  “Heat”  testing  and  during  1969,  230  children  were  vaccinated. 
In  addition  54  babies  were  vaccinated  without  tuberculin  testing  shortly  after 
birth.  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  also  given  to  young  nurses  and  laboratory  workers 
who  are  negative  reactors.  The  total  during  1969  was  94. 

A  special  investigation  was  undertaken  by  the  department,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Chest  Clinic,  at  one  of  the  high  schools  following  notification  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  a  12  year  old  pupil.  67  child  contacts  were  “  Heaf  ”  tested  at  the 
school.  Two  children  were  found  to  be  positive  and  65  negative  reactors  were 
given  B.C.G.  vaccine. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the 
Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  visit  the  school.  14  teachers  and  6  school 
children  were  given  a  chest  x-ray  examination.  None  of  the  films  showed  any 
significant  abnormality. 
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Death  Returns  From  Local  Registrars 
Posthumous  Notifications 
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Details  of  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  programme  for  school  children  are  included 
in  the  Report  of  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer.  “  Contact  ”  examination 
including  chest  x-ray  to  embrace  the  parents  and  others  in  families  of  “  tuberculin 
positive  ’’thirteen  year  old  school  children,  students  and  “  toddlers”  is  a  valuable 
means  of  tuberculosis  case-finding.

Mass  Radiography.  In  1969  the  Hull  Unit  worked  in  the  East  and  North 
Ridings,  York  and  Hull.  The  medical  work  was  shared  by  the  four  doctors  on 
the  Chest  Clinic  staff,  under  the  direction  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician. 

Of  the  57,498  persons  x-rayed  by  the  Unit  during  the  year,  32,258  persons 
were  domiciled  in  or  near  Hull  and  of  this  latter  group  13,304  were  x-rayed 
by  the  mobile  unit  and  18,954  by  the  static  unit  which  operates  at  the  Dispensary 
Buildings,  Baker  Street.  The  mobile  unit  visited  hospitals  in  and  around  the 
City,  industrial  premises,  educational  establishments,  homes  for  the  elderly,  Hull 
Fair,  etc. 

Clothing  and  Extra  Nourishment.  Items  of  clothing  were  provided  for  13 
patients  and/or  members  of  their  families,  and  107  patients  were  supplied  with 
one  or  two  pints  of  milk  daily  for  varying  periods  during  the  year. 

X-Ray  Work  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic.  Arrangements  continue  to  be  made  for 
x-ray  examinations  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Staff  working  in  contact  with  organised  groups  of  children  ; 

(h)  New  entrants  to  the  Local  Government  Service  (including  Fire  Brigade, 
and  Police  Force)  ; 

(c)  New  entrants  to  the  Corporation’s  Superannuation  Scheme  ; 

(d)  Corporation  staff  in  respect  of  whom  x-ray  examinations  are  thought 
desirable  in  connection  with  medical  examination  for  the  Sick  Pay 
Scheme,  or  their  fitness  to  continue  in  their  post,  etc. 
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322  examinations  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  (a)  above,  and  1,442 
examinations  were  made  in  connection  with  (b),  (c)  and  (d),  the  cost  of  these 
latter  being  refunded  by  the  Committees  concerned. 

Chest  x-rays  were  carried  out  on  G7  contacts  of  tuberculin  positive  school 
children. 

The  total  of  1,831  films  were  read  by  medical  officers  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  where  a  second  opinion  was  required  films  were  forwarded  to  the 
Consultant  Chest  Physicians  for  their  advice. 

Hospital  Admissions.  There  is  no  waiting  list  for  hospital  admission. 
Patients  with  tuberculous  and  non-tuberculous  chest  conditions  are  admitted  to 
the  Medical  Chest  Unit,  Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham.  In  1969,  1,542  Hull 
patients  were  admitted  to  this  hospital,  and  of  this  number  142  were  tuberculous 
patients,  the  average  stay  of  each  such  patient  being  94  days. 

Resettlement  of  the  Disabled.  The  medical  staff  and  medical  social  worker 
at  the  clinic  work  in  close  liaison  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour’s  Disablement 
Resettlement  Officers  in  arranging  training  courses,  attendance  at  the  Industrial 
Rehabilitation  Unit,  and  ultimately,  finding  suitable  work  for  the  tuberculous 
and  non-tuberculous  patient  who  is  unable  to  return  to  his  previous  employment. 
Information  regarding  tuberculous  patients  in  sheltered  employment  is  included 
in  the  section  of  the  Report  dealing  with  Employment  and  Rehabilitation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


1  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  on  the  health  of  the  school  children 
and  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  in  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston 
upon  Hull  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969. 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  staffing  the  service  which  have  been  remarked 
upon  in  recent  years  continued  throughout  1969.  Whole-time  professional  and 
auxiliary  staff  have  continued  to  be  difficult  to  recruit  and  the  only  section  of  the 
department  where  significant  improvement  in  the  staffing  situation  can  be  re¬ 
ported  is  that  devoted  to  Child  Guidance. 

One  particular  aspect  of  the  shortage  of  medical  staff  which  gave  cause  for 
concern  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  the  inability  to  provide  suitable  dental 
anaesthetists  in  the  school  clinics.  This  has  been  alleviated  by  the  appointment 
of  part-time  general  practitioners  experienced  in  the  administration  of  dental 
anaesthetics,  an  expedient  which  has  proved  most  successful. 

Once  again  I  have  to  report  the  retirement  of  valuable  long  serving  mem¬ 
bers  of  staff— Mrs.  Jeeves,  after  18  years  as  a  School  Nurse,  Miss  Carruthers, 
after  25  years  service  teaching  at  the  Sutton  School  for  the  Deaf,  and  Mrs. 
Thompson,  after  13  years  service  at  the  Cottingham  Road  Open  Air  School. 

I  have  to  record  with  regret,  the  death,  in  June,  at  the  age  of  77  years  of 
Dr.  Morton  Stewart,  a  Paediatrician  who  had  given  valuable  assistance  to  the 
School  Health  Service  for  many  years  prior  to  his  retirement. 

In  respect  of  infestation,  I  have  to  report  that  the  high  incidence  of  scabies 
has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  also  that  in  association  with  the 
fashion  for  boys  wearing  their  hair  long,  there  is  a  relatively  high  proportion  of 
boys  with  head  lice  and  the  ratio  of  boys  to  girls  infested  with  head  lice  is  now  the 
highest  ever  noted. 

I  would  thank  once  again  the  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service  who,  under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  Cann,  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  Mr.  Carr,  Principal  School 
Dental  Officer,  have  continued  to  work  efficiently  and  maintain  a  high  standard 
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of  service,  i  would  also  record  my  appreciation  of  the  deep  interest  shown  by 
Mr.  Hobson , Chief  Education  Officer,  and  for  the  continued  support  and  encour¬ 
agement  which  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Schools  Services  Sub- 
Committee  and  the  Education  Committee  have  always  shown.

All  recommendations  for  admission  to 
hospital  made  by  consultants  at  school  clinics  are  notified  to  the  respective 
Admission  Officers  who  deal  with  them  without  requiring  the  children  to  be  seen 
unnecessarily  at  the  hospital  out-patient  clinics.

Uncleanliness 


The  Authority’s  scheme  for  the  examination  and  cleansing  of  infested  pupils 
embodies  the  requirements  of  Section  54  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  Statistics 
are  printed  in  Part  I  (Table  C)  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

The  number  of  individual  children  found  in  an  unclean  condition  in  1969 
was  3,270  compared  with  2,598  in  1968  and  2,822  in  1967,  the  percentage  was 
5.99  in  1969  compared  with  4.84  in  1968  and  5.21  in  1967.

The  usual  preponderance  of  females  will  be  noted. 


The  percentage  of  boys  relative  to  that  of  girls  remains  high.  This  is  of 
interest  having  regard  to  the  continuing  fashion  of  longhair  among  male  pupils. 
Boys/Girls  were  in  1963,  0.31/1.00,  in  1964  0.38/1.00,  in  1965  0.57/1.00,  in  1966 
0.44/1.00,  in  1967  0.58/1.00,  in  1968  0.55/1.00  and  in  1969  0.61/1.00. 

During  this  year,  as  has  been  the  case  since  1953,  it  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  take  any  parent  to  Court  in  order  to  enforce  cleanliness.  In  every 
case  the  school  nurse  has  succeeded  ultimately  in  securing  cleanliness  by  per¬ 
suasion.  This  involves  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  tact  on  the  part  of  a  nurse 
and  considerable  praise  is  due  to  our  staff  for  having  succeeded  in  this  way. 

Tuberculosis 

A  number  of  children  were  referred  for  chest  X-ray  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic, 
but  being  found  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis,  they  were  further  dealt  with  at  the 
Paediatric  Clinic. 


Visual  Defects 

In  addition  to  the  medical  officers’  inspections,  the  school  nurses  visited  82 
schools  during  the  year  to  carry  out  vision  surveys  of  pupils  aged  7  years.  4,260 
pupils  were  inspected,  of  whom  202  were  referred  direct  to  the  ophthalmic 
consultant.  146  of  these  pupils  were  inspected  by  the  consultant  and  glasses  were 
prescribed  in  98  cases. 


Foot  Defects 

The  chiropodists  paid  48  visits  to  schools  and  inspected  7,981  pupils  of 
whom  545  were  referred  for  treatment  by  the  chiropodists  at  the  clinics.

(a)  Minor  Ailments 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year 
compared  with  1968.  There  was  no  case  of  ringworm  of  the  scalp,  and  there  was 
a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  body,  from  6  in  1968  to  1  in 
1969.  370  cases  of  scabies,  which  is  223  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  were 
treated.  The  number  of  cases  of  impetigo  decreased  from  212  in  1968,  to  203 
in  1969.

Orthopaedic  appliances  prescribed  by  the  surgeons  at  the  clinics  were  supplied 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

Report  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Carr,  Principal  School  Dental  Officer 


Once  again  I  have  to  report  that  there  are  no  encouraging  signs  of  a  revival 
within  the  School  Dental  Service  of  this  Authority.  Continued  efforts  to  recruit 
staff  have  failed  to  produce  results. 


The  absence  of  a  Dental  Auxiliary,  to  replace  Mrs.  Jackson,  has  resulted  in  a 
significant  reduction  in  the  figures  for  conservation  as  this  is  the  type  of  work 
with  which  an  auxiliary,  by  the  nature  of  her  employment,  is  mainly  concerned. 


The  reduction  in  the  number  of  sessions  devoted  to  treatment  compared 
with  that  for  last  year  is  due  to  a  combination  of  circumstances,  the  loss  of  Mrs. 
Jackson,  Dental  Auxiliary,  the  reduction  of  sessions  provided  by  part-time 
Dental  Officers  and  the  fact  that  this  has  been  an  unfortunate  year  for  absence 
due  to  sickness. 


By  and  large,  emergencies  have  been  dealt  with  ;  but  it  is  significant  that  the 
first  disturbing  signs  of  children  in  pain  having  to  wait  too  long  for  relief  are  now 
appearing. 
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During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  employ  General  Medical  Practitioners 
experienced  in  the  administration  of  dental  anaesthetics  ;  and  this  has  been  proved 
to  be  a  successful  innovation.  The  number  of  Dental  Surgery  Assistants  em¬ 
ployed  has  been  reduced  by  one  as  no  replacement  has  been  provided  for  Miss 
Haines  who  retired  last  year. 


Once  again,  1  would  wish  to  place  on  record  my  personal  appreciation  of  the 
small  but  devoted  band  which  has  supported  me  in  providing  the  service  for  the 
children  of  this  Authority.

In  January,  1969,  the  clinical  team  was  joined  by  Mrs.  J.  Poston,  Social 
Worker,  who  quickly  established  herself  as  an  effective  member  of  the  team. 
Mrs.  M.  Sinclair  joined  us  as  a  full  time  clerk  in  March  and  in  July  Mr.  M.  D. 
Oates,  Educational  Psychologist,  also  took  up  his  duties. 


The  number  of  Educational  Psychologists  employed  is  the  highest  ever  and 
has  enabled  the  clinic  to  undertake  a  wider  variety  of  essential  work.  The  in¬ 
crease  m  staff  has  also  enabled  the  clinic  to  be  more  thorough  in  follow  up  of  old 
cases  and  allowed  more  time  to  be  spent  on  each  case  including  closer  contact 
with  referral  agencies. 


One  of  the  most  difficult  single  problems  during  the  past  year  has  been 
dealing  effectively  with  children  who  are  suspended  from  school  because  of  their 
disruptive  and  out-turning  behaviour.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  problem  is 
not  so  much  due  to  specific  psychiatric  disorder  as  due  to  disorganised  family 
life,  and  their  need  is  not  so  much  for  individual  psychiatric  treatment  as  for 
intensive  supervision,  sympathy  and  discipline  of  a  kind  which  is  not  readily 
available  in  ordinary  day  schools.  This  often  needs  to  be  combined  with  a  very 
intensive  kind  of  social  wrork  with  the  family  of  a  kind  which  is  only  really 
available  though  an  agency  such  as  the  Family  Service  Unit  which  is  not  available 
in  this  City  at  the  present  time. 


The  clinic  continues  to  be  faced  with  maladjusted  children  who  cannot  be 
effectively  dealt  with  or  helped  with  the  present  provision  in  the  City’s  schools 
and  who  do  not  necessarily  need  to  be  sent  away  from  their  homes  to  Residential 
Schools.  Whilst  some  of  these  children  can  be  helped  by  day  attendance  at  the 
local  hospital  Child  and  Adolescent  Psychiatric  Units,  the  latter  do  not  have  the 
educational  facilities  to  do  justice  to  these  children’s  educational  requirements. 
In  addition,  it  continues  to  be  impossible  in  many  of  the  small  number  of  cases 
which  require  placement  in  Residential  Maladjusted  schools  to  obtain  vacancies.

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VII. — INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (PROPHYLAXIS) 


(a)  B.C.G,  Vaccination  and  Mass  Radiography 

4,924  consent  forms  were  sent  to  the  parents  of  school  children  and  to 
students  asking  them  to  participate  in  the  1968/69  B.C.G.  vaccination  Scheme. 
3,845  (78.09%)  consents  were  received. 

Of  the  3,489  children  tested  and  a  result  ascertained  731  (20.95%)  were 
positive,  of  the  2,758  negative  reactors  2,738  were  vaccinated. 


Chest  x-ray  of  the  children  and  students  who  were  positive  reactors  to  the 
tuberculin  test  was  carried  out  at  the  Ma^s  X-ray  Centre.  Five  children  were 
either  recalled  to  the  Mass  X-ray  Centre  for  further  chest  X-ray  or  referred  to 
the  Chest  Clinic  for  further  report  and  investigation  by  the  Consultant  Chest 
Physician  with  the  following  results  : —

The  families  of  the  children  and  students  who  showed  a  positive  result 
were  asked  to  have  a  Chest  X-ray,  and  520  persons  attended  the  Mass  X-ray 
Centre.  One  was  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  and  found  to  have  inactive 
tuberculosis. 


The  1969-70  scheme  commenced  in  October,  1969,  and  is  expected  to  end  in 
February,  1970.  Results  will  appear  in  the  1970  Annual  Report.

Mr.  T.  H.  Rizvi  commenced  duty  as  Superintendent  Physiotherapist  in 
January.  He  came  from  East  Ham  Memorial  Hospital  where  he  held  the  post  of 
Senior  Physiotherapist.  He  left  in  August  to  become  Superintendent  Physio¬ 
therapist  at  his  former  hospital. 

Mrs.  P.  Glenville  commenced  duty  as  full  time  Physiotherapist,  on  May  1st 
and  was  joined  by  Mrs.  P.  Grimshaw  on  the  1st  October,  1969. 

Dr.  Annett,  from  the  Department  of  Psychology,  Hull  University,  completed 
her  research  into  children  suffering  from  hemiplegia. 

Mr.  Miller,  also  of  the  Department  of  Psychology,  undertook  a  study  of 
children  suffering  from  hydrocephalus. 

Miss  Stephenson,  Educational  Psychologist,  has  been  visiting  regularly  to 
assess  the  children.  This  has  been  a  great  help  not  only  in  terms  of  learning 
difficulties,  but  also  choice  of  studies  and  job  selection. 

The  Paediatric  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics  held  at  the  school  have  been  supple¬ 
mented  with  visits  by  the  Urological  Surgeon,  chiefly  for  the  children  suffering 
from  spina  bifida. 

The  Disabled  Persons’  Sports  Association  held  their  annual  archery  tourna¬ 
ment  at  the  school  on  Saturday,  19th  July,  1969.

Again  this  year  the  school  has  been  full  to  its  capacity  with  an  ever  increasing 
waiting  list. 

Parties  of  school  leavers  have  made  eighteen  visits  to  firms.  Other  visits 
for  children  in  school  have  included  visits  to  museums,  the  Art  Gallery,  the  Fire 
Station  and  some  of  the  large  shops  in  the  City.

During  the  past  year  the  health  of  the  boys  has  remained  excellent,  with  the 
exception  of  a  bout  of  influenza  towards  the  end  of  the  Christmas  Term. 

In  the  summer  the  School  was  presented  with  a  mini  coach  from  the  Variety 
Club  of  Great  Britain,  and  this  of  course  has  given  the  boys  the  opportunity  to  go 
on  educational  visits  and  excursions.  A  gift  of  nearly  £30  was  received  from  the 
Alne  Women’s  Fellowship,  and  this  money  has  been  used  to  provide  dressing 
gowns  for  some  of  the  boys. 

In  the  Summer  Term  the  School  held  a  Garden  Fete  at  which  £65  was  raised 
for  the  School  Funds. 

Small  parties  of  boys  enjoy  a  weekly  visit  to  a  Youth  Club  which  is  run  by  a 
Special  School  in  York,  whilst  others  are  members  of  the  R.A.F.  Cub  and  Scout 
Troups  in  Linton  on  Ouse.  It  is  hoped  soon  to  send  a  party  of  boys  weekly  to 
St.  John’s  College  Swimming  Baths  in  York.  The  School  Football  and  Cricket 
Teams  have  played  many  Special  Schools  during  the  respective  seasons  with  a  fair 
amount  of  success. 

For  those  boys  who  do  not  take  part  in  the  above  activities,  a  full  and 
varied  programme  is  held  at  the  school.

The  School  Services  Sub-Committee  toured  the  school  on  March  the  12th 

It  was  decided  to  do  away  with  the  general  rest  period  after  lunch  as  from  the 
28th  April,  1969.

There  continued  to  be  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  employment  for  handi¬ 
capped  school  leavers.  In  the  majority  of  cases  they  were  satisfactorily  placed 
eventually  though  there  was  sometimes  a  delay  between  the  time  at  which  they 
left  school  and  the  time  they  were  able  to  commence  work. 

The  facilities  provided  by  the  Hull  Industrial  Rehabilitation  Unit  are  very 
valuable  for  some  handicapped  school  leavers  both  in  assessing  the  capabilities 
of  the  young  persons  and  in  helping  them  to  adjust  to  working  conditions. 
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(c)  Audiology  Clinic  and  Pre-School  Deaf  Children 

The  Audiology  work  in  the  City  and  the  parent-guidance  for  pre-school  deal 
children  continued  as  in  past  years,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
School  for  the  Deaf.  The  Head  Master  of  the  School  and  one  of  his  staff  con¬ 
tinued  to  attend  clinics  and  diagnostic  sessions  of  the  E.N.T.  surgeons  both  at 
the  school  clinic  and  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary.

Classes  were  held  at  the  Kingston  College  Clinic  on  Saturday  mornings,  at 
which  teachers  of  the  deaf  from  the  Sutton  School  for  the  Deaf  gave  remedial  and 
lip-reading  instruction  to  partially  hearing  children  who  attend  ordinary  schools 
during  the  week.

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XI— NURSERY  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES 

The  Authority  has  two  nursery  schools  and  12  nursery  classes  with 
accommodation  for  135  in  schools  and  360  in  the  classes.  Admission  is  not 
based  on  the  medical  condition  of  the  children,  but  the  school  nurses  provide 
information  about  home  conditions,  etc.,  to  assist  the  Chief  Education  Officer  in 
deciding  priorities.  Medical  officers  visited  the  nursery  schools  and  classes  at 
intervals  to  carry  out  routine  medical  inspections  and  to  make  general  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  children.  A  school  nurse  visited  each  nursery  school  and  class  weekly.
